The  state  social  system  constitutes  the  basis  which  governs  the  sociopolitical 
life  and  economic  life  of  the  people  and  consequently,  the  manner  in  which 
the  state  serves  the  people  exerts  great  influence  on  the  pride  and 
self-esteem  of  the  people  of  the  state.

Only  if  familiar  with  science  and  technology  as  applies  to  their  branch, 
can  they  guide  production  to  fit  the  scientific  and  technological  theory, 
analyze  the  management  activities  of  factories  and  enterprises  precisely 
in  terms  of  science  and  technology,  and  formulate  correct  measures. 

Even  the  effort  to  finely  mesh  production  processes  at  factories  and 
enterprises  after  scientifically  taking  into  account  the  state  of  plant 
facilities,  technical  standard,  raw  materials  and  supplies,  labor,  and 
funds  requires  the  functionaries  to  be  well  versed  in  science  and 
technology,  too,  the  question  of  formulating  effective  measures  to 
successfully  fulfill  the  qualitative  indexes  such  as  labor  productivity, 
costs,  and  profits  cannot  be  correctly  solved  without  knowledge  in  science 
and  technology. 
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Only  if  party  functionaries  and  economic  guidance  functionaries  not  only 
are  deeply  familiar  with  the  policies  of  the  party  but  also  possess 
knowledge  in  modern  science  and  technology,  can  they,  with  a  highly 
policy-oriented  eye  and  job  performance,  qualifications ,  responsibly 
carry  out  their  assigned  economic  work  and  meticulously,  steadfastly, 
diligently  run  national  housekeeping-  In  the  struggle  to  conserve  power 
and  raw  materials  and  supplies  such  as  electricity  and  coal,  too,  the 
functionaries  can  score  achievements  in  this  task  when  they  formulate 
concrete  measures  with  knowledge  in  science  and  technology  rather  than 
emphasizing  it  as  a  matter  of  general  rule. 

If  the  functionaries  lack  knowledge  in  science  and  technology,  not  only 
will  they  be  unable  to  plan  their  work  in  a  big  way  and  energetically  push 
ahead  with  it,  falling  victim  to  technological  mysticism,  conservatism, 
and  empiricism,  but  they  cannot  correctly  push  the  struggle  of  the  working 
people  eager  to  boldly  innovate  and  move  forward,  free  from  subjective 
intent. 

Functionaries  of  the  agricultural  branch  must  be  well  versed  in  the  chuche 
farming  method  created  by  the  great  leader.  They  must  possess  knowledge 
in  agricultural  technology  such  as  the  science  of  farm  crop  cultivation, 
the  science  of  farm  implements,  the  science  of  fertilizer;  and  they 
must  have  a  firm  grasp  in  a  concrete  manner  of  the  conditions  for  the 
cultivation  of  farm  crops,  the  period  of  their  growth,  and  the  soil 
characteristics  and  climatic  conditions  of  their  locality.  At  the  same 
time,  they  must  learn  to  operate  various  kinds  of  modern  agricultural 
machinery  such  as  tractors  and  trucks.  Only  if  in  this  way  the 
functionaries  are  familiar  with  the  scientific  and  technological  questions 
related  to  agricultural  production,  is  it  possible  even  under  today's 
conditions  in  which  the  effects  of  the  cold  front  and  unusual  climatic 
phenomena  are  severe,  to  successfully  overcome  them  and  continue  to  reap 
the  bumper  harvest  of  every  crop  in  agricultural  production. 

At  the  same  time,  the  functionaries  must  be  sensitive  to  the  developing 
trend  of  modern  science  and  technology. 

Today,  as  fresh  ground  is  broken  for  science  and  technology  in  step  with 
the  development  of  modern  science  and  technology  and  the  advances  in 
scientific  research  are  widely  adopted,  a  great  turnaround  is  occurring  in 
production. 

Only  if  they  are  familiar  with  the  developing  trend  of  modern  science 
and  technology  can  they  positively  adopt  the  latest  advances  of  modern 
science  and  technology,  and  actively,  creatively,  positively,  energetically 
push  ahead  with  the  task  to  modernize  their  factories. 

The  functionaries,  positively  particiapting  in  the  work  of  passing 
information  on  science  and  technology,  must  broaden  their  horizon  and 
knowledge,  and  positively  adopt  advanced  technology  in  production. 
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In  order  to  improve  the  standard  of  science  and  technology  for  the 
functionaries,  it  is  imperative  to  solidly  establish  a  revolutionary  study 
attitude  among  them  and  generate  a  strong  wind  to  make  them  acquire 
knowledge  in  science  and  technology. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"It  is  imperative  to  make  the  cadre  ranks  intensify  their  study  and 
ceaselessly  improve  their  political  job  performance  standard  so  that 
all  of  the  cadres  may  satisfactorily  fulfill  their  assigned  revolutionary 
tasks."

To  establish  a  revolutionary  study  attitude  among  the  functionaries  is  an 
important  way  of  improving  their  knowledge  in  science  and  technology  and 
their  qualifications. 

Deep  knowledge  in  science  and  technology  and  abilities  are  not  spontaneously 
achieved.  Only  through  energetic  and  ceaseless  study  can  the  functionaries 
improve  their  standard  of  science  and  technology  and  attain  to  high 
qualifications . 

All  of  the  functionaries  must  find  time  to  study  and  study,  deeply  aware 
that  unless  they  steadfastly  study,  solidly  establishing  a  revolutionary 
study  attitude,  they  cannot  keep  abreast  of  the  rapidly  developing 
realities  nor  can  they  acquit  themselves  fully  of  their  role  as  commanding 
personnel  of  the  revolution.  There  is  no  particular  time  set  aside  for 
the  cadres  to  study.  The  cadres  must  know  how  to  organize  time  and 
effectively  utilize  it.  The  functionary  who  knows  how  to  effectively 
organize  and  utilize  time  is  precisely  the  kind  of  a  guidance  functionary 
demanded  by  today ' s  reality  racing  forward  with  the  force  of  speed  battle 
added  to  Chollima.  The  functionaries  must  rack  their  brains  all  the 
time  how  to  effectively  utilize  time,  and  must  study,  taking  admntage 
of  every  available  break  in  between  work. 

By  conscientiously  studying  with  extraordinary  mental  preparedness,  unusual 
effort,  burning  enthusiasm,  the  functionaries  must  decisively  improve 
their  knowledge  in  science  and  technology  and  their  job  performance 
qualifications . 

During  the  anti-Japanese  armed  struggle  in  bygone  days,  even  under  such 
arduous  conditions  that  formidable  barriers  and  trials  were  constantly 
in  their  way,  members  of  the  Korean  People's  Revolutionary  Army  never 
interrupted  study  even  if  they  had  to  skip  a  meal,  and  steadfastly  studied, 
never  letting  go  of  books  for  a  moment.  By  ceaselessly  improving  their 
politicotheoretical  standard  and  knowledge  in  military  science,  loyally

Party  organizations  must  clearly  set  the  point  of  view  toward  study  among 
all  functionaries  so  that  they  may  make  study  a  way  of  life,  a  habit. 

Party  organizations  must  pay  keen  attention  to  guiding  and  controlling 
the  functionaries  to  organize  and  conduct  on  a  routine  basis  their  study 
aimed  at  improving  their  political  job  performance  qualifications  and  to 
improving  the  content  and  method  of  study  in  such  a  way  that  the  study 
may  be  of  practical  help  in  their  work. 

The  reality  bubbling  with  production  and  construction  is  a  good  learning 
place  for  the  functionaries  to  acquire  knowledge  in  science  and 
technology  and  improve  their  qualifications. 

All  functionaries  must  always  go  to  the  production  sites,  work  with  the 
scientists,  technicians,  and  the  producer  masses,  and  in  the  process  of 
practice,  must  learn  technology  and  broaden  their  knowledge.  As  the 
saying  goes  that  seeing  it  once  is  better  than  hearing  about  it  a  hundred 
times,  for  the  functionary  to  go  to  the  machine  and  familiarize  himself 
with  the  machine,  operating  it  himself,  helps  him  gain  a  better  grasp 
and  turn  it  into  live  knowledge. 

Factory  guidance  functionaries,  only  if  they  go  down  to  the  shops  and 
work  teams,  can  hear  even  more  of  the  creative  opinions  of  the  workers. 
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broaden  their  own  knowledge  in  science  and  technology,  and  gain  a  deep 
grasp  of  technical  questions  regarding  the  plant  facilities  and  production 
processess. 

In  order  to  improve  the  knowledge  of  functionaries  in  science  and  technology, 
it  is  also  essential  to  publish  even  better  and  widely  disseminate  scientific 
and  technological  books  and  reference  data  they  need. 

Publishing  organs  must  positively  help  the  functionaries  study  s  dence 
and  technology  by  publishing  various  kinds  of  scientific  and  technological 
books  and  reference  data  in  varying  forms,  in  an  easy-to-understand  manner. 

Our  functionaries,  by  thoroughly  establishing  a  revolutionary  study  attitude 
and  studying  science  and  technology  energetically  with  perseverance,  must 
solidly  prepare  themselves  as  able  commanding  personnel  and  energetically 
push  ahead  with  production  and  construction. 

Today  the  trust  and  expectations  of  the  party  in  our  functionaries  are 
very  great,  and  the  revolutionary  duties  assigned  them  are  heavy  yet 
glorious  indeed. 

All  functionaries,  by  decisively  improving  their  job  performance 
qualifications  and  abilities  in  addition  to  possessing  a  high  political 
eye,  must  acquit  themselves  fully  of  their  role  as  commanding  personnel 
in  the  rewarding  struggle  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  new  long  term  plan.

Only  if  we  know  our  fatherland  and  people  well,  can  we  as  patriots,  as 
communists  admirably  discharge  our  duties  and  commendably  wage  the  Korean 
revolution."  ("On  the  Chuche  Ideology,"  p  63) 

The  need  to  commendably  study  the  fatherland  flows  above  all  from  the 
intrinsic  demand  of  establishing  chuche. 

Only  by  knowing  Korea  can  one  become  a  genuine  patriot  of  Korea,  glorify 
the  fatherland,  and  fully  discharge  his  duties  as  a  Korean  communist. 

Masters  of  the  Korean  revolution  are  the  Korean  communists  and  Korean 
people.  The  Korean  communists  are  waging  the  Korean  revolution,  which  is 
theirs,  not  any  other  country's  revolution;  and  to  the  Korean  revolutionaries, 
the  Korean  revolution  is  precisely  their  first  and  foremost  revolutionary 
duty.  Under  conditions  that  international  herders  exist  and  revolution  is 
carried  on  on  a  nation  basis,  waging  revolution  away  from  one's  own 
fatherland  and  people  is  unthinkable .  The  revolutionaries  and  people  of 
each  country  are  responsible  for  their  own  fatherland  and  people,  for  their 
country's  revolution,  and  to  correctly  carry  out  their  country's  revolution 
is  their  national  duty  and  at  the  same  time,  their  international  duty. 

There  can  be  no  revolution  in  the  abstract  away  from  one ' s  country  and 
people . 

Away  from  our  fatherland,  away  from  our  people,  it  is  impossible  to  speak 
about  the  Korean  revolution  nor  is  the  attainment  of  the  Korean  revolution 
thinkable . 

Only  when  one  knows  his  fatherland  and  people  well  can  he  heighten  his 
mental  preparedness  to  fervently  love  his  fatherland  and  devotedly  serve 
for  the  sake  of  the  fatherland  and  people,  and  resolutely  fight  against 
the  revolution's  enemies. 

Only  if  one  knows  his  fatherland  and  people  well  can  he  resolve  everything 
to  suit  the  specific  conditions  of  his  country,  and  establish  his 
independent  stand  and  his  independent  point  of  view  in  the  revolutionary 
struggle . 

Indeed  the  great  leader's  teachings  for  commendably  studying  the  fatherland 
represented  a  most  valid  guideline  capable  of  establishing  chuche  in  the 
Korean  revolution  and  enabling  the  Korean  revolutionaries  to  acquit 
themselves  fully  of  their  duties  as  masters  of  the  Korean  revolution. 

The  great  leader  taught  in  his  work  that  commendably  studying  the  fatherland 
was  also  an  important  question  arising  in  guarding  our  outstanding  national 
traditions  and  national  heritages  from  the  Japanese  imperialist  policy  of 
national  obliteration  as  well.

Under  such  circumstances,  before  the  genuine  patriots  of  Korea,  the 
communists,  arose  the  important  task  to  guard  every  outstanding  thing 
that  is  national,  in  order  to  save  our  nation  which  was  at  the  crossroads 
of  life  and  death.  In  order  to  crush  the  national  obliteration  policy 
of  the  Japanese  imperialists  and  guard  our  outstanding  national  traditions 
and  national  heritages,  it  was  imperative  that  the  Korean  communists 
first  of  all  commendably  study  the  fatherland  and  gain  a  good  grasp 
of  our  people's  history  of  struggle,  history  of  creation. 

Thus  to  the  Korean  revolutionaries ,  it  arose  as  one  of  the  incomparably 
important  revolutionary  tasks  to  commendably  study  the  fatherland  at  the 
time  when  the  Japanese  imperialists  were  going  berserk  in  permanently 
doing  away  with  Korea,  obliterating  our  national  history  and  culture.

our  people 1 s  own  strength  aid  own  technology  in  the  country  about  to  be 
liberated,  to  admirably  erect  ahead  of  all  others  a  communist  paradise  in 
this  land. 

In  his  immortal  classic  "The  Korean  Revolutionaries  Must  Know  Korea  Well," 
the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  laid  it  down  as  an  immediate  task 
at  hand  to  more  solidly  organize  chuche-oriented  revolutionary  forces, 
further  strengthening  the  military  and  political  activities  of  the 
Korean  People's  Revolutionary  Army  and  at  the  same  time,  to  actively 
meet  the  great  revolutionary  event  of  fatherland  restoration  with  all¬ 
people  resistance.

The  philosophical  doctrine  of  chuche  that  man  is  the  master  of  everything 
and  resolves  everything,  by  elucidating  for  the  first  time  in  history 
that  man  is  a  social  being  possessed  of  independent  stand  and  attitude, 
creative  stand  and  attitude,  has  made  it  possible  to  establish  a  new 
chuche  educational  point  of  view  centered  in  man,  one  that  is  different 
from  prior  outdated  educational  points  of  view.  Thus  came  to  be  provided 
the  basis  for  turning  education  into  an  orderly,  systematic  theory  for 
bringing  up  independent,  creative  social  beings,  communist  revolutionary 
personnel. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 
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"Man,  only  when  possessed  of  independent  consciousness  and  creative 
abilities,  can  become  an  independent  and  creative  social  being.  Man  is 
not  born  with  independent  consciousness  and  creative  abilities.  To  man, 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  thought  and  knowledge  that  he  is  born  with. 

Through  education  man  acquires  independent  ideological  consciousness  and 
knowledge  about  nature  and  society,  and  develops  creative  abilities 
capble  of  recognizing  and  transforming  the  world."  (Ibid.,  pp  410-411) 

Independent  stand  and  attitude,  and  creative  stand  and  attitude  are  the 
inherent  stamp  of  communist  revolutionary  personnel.  Man  is  not  born  with 
independent  consciousness  and  creative  abilities  which  insure  his  independent 
stand  and  attitude,  and  creative  stand  and  attitude.  Through  education 
man  acquires  independent  ideological  cons  cLousness  and  knowedge  about 
nature  and  society,  and  develops  creative  abilities  capable  of  recognizing 
and  transforming  the  world.  Therefore,  only  when  education  fosters 
people's  independent  ideological  consciousness  capable  of  guarding  their 
position  as  masters  and  their  creative  abilities  capable  of  taking  on 
and  performing  their  role  as  masters,  can  education  acquit  itself  fully 
of  its  mission. 

The  basic  principle  of  socialist  pedagogy  laid  down  by  the  great  leader 
in  his  historic  educational  theses  elucidates,  based  on  a  scientific 
analysis,  the  demands  of  the  process  of  socialist  and  communist  construction, 
the  principle  of  revolution,  and  the  laws  of  the  remolding  of  social 
beings,  and  as  such,  teaches  the  basic  direction  of  education  capable  of 
bringing  up  people  as  energetic  social  beings  possessed  of  independent 
stand  and  attitude,  and  creative  stand  and  attitude.

Our  party  laid  down  the  guideline  for  making  every  piece  of  vocal  music 
composed  an  excellent  one  that  the  masses  of  people  would  love  to  sing, 
overcoming  such  an  easygoing  attitude  as  composing  songs  for  the  sake 
of  songs  for  "a  collection  of  100  songs"  or  "a  collection  of  1,000 
songs,"  songs  the  masses  of  people  would  not  care  to  sing. 

The  guideline  laid  down  by  our  party  for  composing  excellent  pieces  of 
music  is  a  revolutionary  guideline  that  has  illuminated  for  our  composers 
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a  bright  path  to  composing  many  excellent  pieces  of  music,  dealing  a  blow 
to  the  anti-people  literary  art  theory  claiming  that  an  excellent  piece  of 
music  is  one  whose  value  is  to  be  recognized  at  a  distant  future  date  even 
though  it  is  not  accepted  and  sung  by  the  masses  of  people  at  the  time  it 
is  composed. 

All  cadres  and  party  members,  by  deeply  studying  and  mastering  the 
guideline  for  composing  excellent  pieces  of  music,  must  preserve  and 
love  even  more  as  a  priceless  national  heritage  of  our  people,  and 
widely  disseminate,  the  many  excellent  pieces  of  music  composed  by  our 
composers  in  loyal  support  of  the  party's  guideline  for  composing 
excellent  pieces  of  music.

Songs  are  written  for  the  masses  of  people.  A  song  hard  to  understand  the 
words  when  sung,  a  song  hard  to  sing,  cannot  command  the  love  of  the 
people,  and  therefore,  cannot  last  long. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"We  must  compose  every  song  to  suit  our  people's  thought  and  life  feeling, 
in  a  way  easy  to  sing.  To  put  it  another  way,  we  must  conpose  Korean 
style  songs  which  our  people  love  and  like  to  sing."  ("On  Socialist 
Literature  and  Arts,"  p  405) 

A  song  must  be  written  in  such  a  way  that  the  people  can  easily  understand 
and  the  masses  of  people  always  love  to  sing,  identifying  it  with  their 
thought  and  life  feeling.  Only  such  a  song  can  become  a  voice  of  the 
times,  a  song  of  the  revolution,  striking  deep  chords  among  people, 
blended  with  lofty  thought,  beautiful  and  wholesome  feeling. 

If,  purportedly  composing  a  song  of  high  artistry,  the  composer  composes 
the  melody,  needlessly  rising  high  and  low  or  on  high  notes,  rendering 
it  hard  for  the  masses  of  people  to  understand  the  words ,  then  it  is 
a  song  for  the  sake  of  song  and  as  such,  cannot  command  the  love  of  the 
people . 

Essentially,  our  people  love  songs  that  are  gentle  and  subtle,  not  the 
kind  of  song  that  is  complicated  and  difficult  or  pretentious. 

The  thought  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  for  composing  Korean  style 
songs  that  our  people  love  and  like  to  sing,  which  is  brilliantly  embodied 
in  the  guideline  laid  down  by  our  party  for  composing  excellent  pieces 
of  music,  is  displaying  its  enormous  vitality  in  composition  practice. 

The  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory  enunciates  an  excellent  piece  of 
music  as  one  that  the  more  you  heart  it,  the  better  and  more  impressive 
it  becomes. 
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This  formalization  which  has  enunciated  the  intrinsic  nature  of  an 
excellent  piece  of  music  brilliantly  embodies  the  philosophical  doctrine 
of  the  great  chuche  ideology  that  man  is  the  master  of  everything  and 
resolves  everything. 

Most  energetic,  resourceful,  and  intelligent  in  the  world  are  the  masses 
of  people.  It  is  the  masses  of  people  too  who  both  remake  nature  and 
develop  society,  and  create  a  beautiful,  progressive  mental  cultural 
heritage.  The  chuche  ideology  calls  for  thinking  out  everything  with  man, 
the  masses  of  people,  in  the  center  and  gearing  everything  to  serving 
the  masses  of  people.  Therefore,  the  musical  art  too  must  necessarily 
become  one  for  the  masses  of  people  that  suits  their  thought  and  life 
feeling. 

Only  if  a  song  suits  the  aim  and  feeling  of  the  masses  of  people  can  it 
become  an  excellent  song  that  the  masses  of  people  love  and  like  to  sing, 
and  remain  long  in  their  memory. 

In  this  way,  the  formalization  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  that  the 
more  you  hear  it,  the  better  and  more  impressive  it  becomes,  flows  from 
the  demands  of  the  chuche  ideology  calling  for  thinking  out  everything 
with  man,  the  masses  of  working  people,  in  the  center  and  gearing 
everything  to  serving  the  masses  of  working  people. 

The  thought  enunciated  by  the  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory  on  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  is  also  based  on  a 
scientific  analysis  of  the  intrinsic  demands  and  characteristics  of 
the  musical  art. 

Music  has  very  great  power  in  stimulating  the  feeling  of  people  and 
attracting  their  attention.  Music,  which  is  the  art  of  feeling,  possesses 
the  power  of  deeply  delving  into  the  world  of  people's  feeling  through 
its  vivid, sound.  Such  influence  of  feeling  which  the  musical  art  possesses 
is  its  innate  characteristic  that  images  real  life. 

Music  and  words,  only  if  profound  in  thought  and  strong  in  feeling,  can 
capture  people's  hearts  and  give  them  indefatigable  strength  and  courage. 
However  beautiful  and  gentle  the  melody,  a  song  cannot  become  popular 
unless  it  contains  meaningful  thought  and  power  of  feeling  that  moves 
people.  The  imagery  value  of  music  lies  in  the  blending  of  the  lofty 
■thought  contained  therein  with  passion  that  strikes  the  respnsive  chord 
of  people  in  feeling. 

The  numerous  revolutionary  songs  composed  during  the  anti -Japanese 
revolutionary  struggle  are  sung  even  today  as  songs  of  struggle 
energetically  inspiring  our  people  to  revolution  and  construction. 

When  one  sings  a  "revolutionary  song,"  he  feels  surging  strength  and 
courage;  and  when  one  sings  the  immortal  classical  song  "Flower  Girl," 
the  theme  song  of  the  revolutionary  opera  "Flower  Girl,"  he  feels  his 
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heart  burning  with  a  beautiful,  lofty  aim.  The  more  one  hears  such  songs, 
one  wants  to  hear  them  still  more;  the  more  one  sings  them,  one  wants  to 
sing  them  still  more.  This  eloquently  bespeaks  what  great  power  of 
influence  in  feeling  a  wonderful  song  possesses. 

Thus  the  thought  that  the  more  you  hear  it,  the  better  and  more  impressive 
it  becomes,  is  a  valid  thought  based  on  a  most  correct  analysis  of  the 
musical  art  working  on  people  in  terms  of  feeling. 

The  thought  enunciated  by  the  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory  on  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  is  also  based  on  a 
scientific  elucidation  of  the  mission  of  the  revolutionary  musical  art. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows : 

"The  important  mission  of  revolutionary  literature  and  arts  is  serving  to 
revolutionarily  indoctrinate  and  remold  the  people  and  develop  the 
society."  (Ib  id.,  p  559) 

To  revolutionarily  indoctrinate  and  remold  the  people  and  positively 
inspire  them  to  the  struggle  for  the  building  of  a  new  society  is  a  lofty 
mission  and  glorious  duty  the  socialist  musical  art  shoulders. 

To  permeate  our  songs  with  a  lofty  ideological  content  and  make  them  suit 
our  people's  feelings  and  emotions,  embodying  our  national  characteristics 
also  is,  in  the  final  analysis,  to  make  the  socialist  musical  art  satis¬ 
factorily  carry  out  its  lofty  mission  and  duty.  Therefore,  a  song  must  be 
such  that  the  people  can  identify  with  their  thought  and  feeling,  love  to 
sing  in  happy  as  well  as  difficult  times,  one  that  energetically  inspires 
the  people  to  take  to  the  road  of  struggle  with  confidence,  finding 
optimism  and  joy  of  life  in  it.  Only  such  a  song  may  be  said  to  be  an 
excellent  piece  of  music  acquitting  itself  fully  of  its  glorious  mission 
before  the  times  and  the  people. 

With  the  intrinsic  nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  most  validly 
elucidated  by  our  party,  a  firm  chuche-oriented  stand  and  viewpoint  came 
to  be  solidly  established  that  could  develop  an  elegant  and  lofty  musical 
art  which  suits  the  feeling  and  taste  of  our  people,  thoroughly  overcoming 
the  past  tendency  of  flunkeyism  and  dogmatism  pursuing  so-called  lofty 
songs  that  only  professionals  could  understand,  without  regard  to  whether 
or  not  the  masses  of  people  could  understand.  Again,  with  the  intrinsic 
nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  elucidated,  the  composers  came  to 
have  a  firm  ideotheoretical  guarantee  for  devoting  all  their  energy  and 
creative  talents,  with  a  correct  direction  and  objective,  to  writing  songs 
that  the  more  one  hears  them,  the  better  and  more  impressive  they  become.

The  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory  not  only  has  enunciated  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  but  also  has  comprehensively 
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elucidated  the  basic  demands  arising  in  composing  excellent  pieces  of  music 
and  the  ways  of  the  composition. 

Composing  an  excellent  piece  of  music  first  of  all  calls  for  excellent 
words.  The  words  form  the  ideoartistic  basis  of  a  song.  Only  excellent 
words  can  beget  an  excellent  piece  of  music. 

The  characteristics  of  excellent  words  are  their  rich  content  and 
profound  meaning  yet  being  a  concise,  refined  lyric.  Therefore, 
only  if  the  words  become  an  excellent  lyric  can  they  insure  the 
ideological  content  of  the  song  and  achieve  a  flawless  unity  of  the 
ideological  nature  and  artistic  character. 

The  excellent  words  of  a. song  must  above  all  be  lyrical  yet  rich  in  the 
ideological  content.  With  words  stringed  together  like  a  prose,  an 
excellent  piece  of  music  cannot  be  composed.  The  words  of  a  song,  based 
on  a  meter  from  start  to  finish,  must  be  turned  into  a  verse,  and  even 
in  a  couple  of  stanzas  must  be  contained  a  profound  meaning,  and  a  great 
thought  striking  the  responsive  chord  of  people. 

For  the  words  of  a  song  to  become  an  excellent  lyric,  they  must  be  not 
only  good  in  the  ideological  content  but  also  high  in  the  artistic 
character.  However  admirable  the  ideological  content,  unless  underlined 
with  high  artistic  character,  the  song  cannot  strike  deep  chords  among 
people.  Therefore,  the  words  of  a  song  must  be  deep  in  philosophy  evocative 
of  many  thoughts,  and  lyrical.

To  compose  elegant  and  gentle  music  to  fit  the  excellent  lyric  is  one  of 
the  important  requirements  in  composing  an  excellent  piece  of  music. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows : 

"The  Koreans  love  song  and  dance  that  are  elegant  and  dignified,  and  words 
that  are  gentle  and  humble.  Therefore,  in  creating  works  of  literature 
and  arts ,  we  must  correctly  bring  to  life  a  national  form  in  which  are 
reflected  the  psychological  characteristics  innate  in  our  people,  our 
national  feeling,  and  the  outstanding  talents  of  our  people." 

(Ibid. ,  p  530) 

To  compose  elegant  and  gentle  music  to  fit  the  words  of  a  song  written 
in  the  form  of  cholga  [a  song  in  which  each  stanza  is  repeated  on  the 
same  melody,  usually  accompanied  by  a  refrain]  constitutes  an  important 
guarantee  for  insuring  an  ideomental  unity  of  the  words  and  music  and 
embodying  national  characteristics  and  people-mindedness . 

An  innate  stamp  of  our  national  music  is  grace,  simplicity,  elegance,  and 
an  absence  of  extreme  rise  and  fall.  Only  by  bringing  to  life  such 
characteristics  of  our  national  music  is  it  possible  to  compose  songs 
that  suit  our  people's  thought  and  life  feeling. 
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In  order  to  compose  elegant  and  gentle  music  to  fit  the  words  in  cholga 
form,  the  words  and  music  must  be  artistically  well  harmonized  and 
unified.  Only  by  tightly  bonding  the  words  and  music  is  it  possible 
to  compose  an  excellent  piece  of  music  in  which  not  only  the  poetic 
words  and  the  melody  are  well  harmonized  but  also  an  ideoemotional 
unity  of  the  words  and  music  is  achieved  throughout  the  song. 

In  order  to  tightly  bond  the  words  and  music  and  render  them  into  an 
elegant  and  gentle  song,  it  will  not  do  to  put  a  high  note  or  an  extreme 
rise  and  fall  in  the  melody.  If  the  melody  has  an  extreme  rise  and  fall 
and  unevenness,  then  the  song  loses  it  smooth  and  gentle  texture  and 
imparts  an  impression  of  frivolity.  People  find  it  difficult  to  sing 
such  a  song;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  do  not  like  it. 

Only  if  the  melody  of  a  song  unfolds  evenly  and  flows  naturally  can  the 
song  become  one  that  people  love  to  sing,  the  lyrical  unity  of  the  words 
and  music  achieved,  and  the  popularity  insured. 

In  order  to  tightly  bond  the  words  and  the  melody  and  render  the  melody 
elegant  and  smooth,  it  is  also  essential  to  creditably  set  the  words 
to  the  melody. 

The  great  leader,  in  teaching  to  compose  the  libretti  of  an  opera  easy 
to  sing,  instructed  to  avoid  writing  two  or  three  words  for  a  single 
note  of  music. 

If  two  or  three  words  are  set  to  a  single  note  of  music,  it  not  only  is 
difficult  to  sing  but  is  also  hard  on  the  ear. 

A  song  must  be  such  that  deeply  induces  the  listener  into  the  world  of 
melody  with  time  enough  to  savor  it,  sufficiently  striking  a  lyrically 
responsive  chord.  If  two  or  three  words  are  set  to  a  single  note  of 
music,  it  imparts  a  sense  of  undue  haste,  making  it  uneasy  on  the  ear 
and  hard  to  sing. 

An  excellent  piece  of  music  must  have  its  own  individuality  and  character 

Only  if  every  work  of  the  musical  art  has  an  individuality  and  character 
all  its  own  can  it  satisfy  the  varying  aesthetic  demands  of  people  and 
further  enhance  its  power  of  emotional  influence  in  indoctrinating  people 

As  enunciated  by  the  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory,  a  creative  work 
is  essentially  nonrepetitive  and  unique .  If  a  hundred  composers  are  to 
set  one  and  the  same  lyric  to  music,  they  must  necessarily  come  up  with 
a  hundred  pieces  of  music  with  characteristics  different  from  one  another 

If  a  new  song  with  its  own  character  is  to  be  composed,  it  is  essential 
above  all  that  the  lyrical  color  of  the  melody  must  be  clear  with  a 
character  all  its  own.  Only  then  can  it  become  a  song  distinctive  in 
its  creative  individuality. 
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In  order  to  make  the  lyrical  color  distinctive,  it  is  important  to  correctly 
capture  the  image  of  the  song.  If  the  pattern  of  melody  is  similar, 
no  matter  how  differently  the  notes  may  be  arranged,  the  melody  will 
remain  essentially  similar,  and  all  songs  will  end  up  being  similar. 

In  order  to  correctly  capture  the  pattern  of  melody,  the  composers  must 
deeply  delve  into  real  life,  warmly  experience  it  with  all  their  hearts, 
and  find  in  it  the  beginning  of  a  melody  with  a  character  all  its  own. 

But  finding  the  bud  of  a  melody  alone  is  not  yet  enough.  In  order  to 
compose  a  song  with  its  own  outstanding  character,  a  composer  must  process 
and  develop  the  bud  he  has  found  in  the  reality,  by  new,  varied  means  and 
techniques.  Even  if  the  composer  has  captured  the  bud  of  a  melody  and 
the  pattern  based  on  his  individual  experience  in  life,  unless  he  properly 
develops  it,  he  cannot  create  an  excellent  piece  of  music. 

By  no  means  is  it  easy  to  compose  an  excellent  piece  of  music.  It  is  the 
fruition  of  effort  and  talent,  and  is  a  product  of  creative  fervor. 

Only  by  launching  their  composition  activities  with  boundless  enthusiasm 
and  burning  effort,  maintaining  the  revolutionary  stand  and  posture  of 
solidly  arming  themselves  with  the  great  leader's  chuche-oriented  literary 
art  thought  and  our  party's  unique  literary  art  guideline  and  thoroughly 
embodying  them  in  their  creative  activities,  can  they  come  up  with  our 
era's  excellent  pieces  of  music  high  in  ideoartistic  character. 

Art  must  be  tackled  with  heart,  with  conscience.  A  song  produced  by  a 
composer  without  the  element  that  would  have  moved  his  own  heart  cannot 
command  love  among  people  nor  remain  long  as  a  deeply  impressive  song. 

Art  cannot  be  tackled  without  creative  fervor  and  vigor.  The  composers 
must  ceaselessly  search  for  meaningful,  beautiful  new  melodies,  deeply 
delving  into  the  reality;  must  continue  to  broaden  the  world  of  musical 
image,  carrying  on  the  priceless  tradition  of  the  anti- Japanese  revolutionary 
music  and  deeply  studying  the  outsanding  heritages  of  the  people's  music; 
must  ceaselessly  seek  out  new  means  of  expression. 

As  enunciated  by  the  chuche-oriented  literary  art  theory,  the  composers 
must  have  the  steadfast  composition  attitude  of  composing  a  hundred  tunes 
to  arrive  at  a  perfect  one.  In  composing  one  excellent  piece  of  music,  it 
is  in  the  process  of  such  energetic  search  as  writing  a  hundred  notes  to 
get  one  agreeable  note  and  refining  a  hundred  times  to  find  one  agreeable 
stanza  that  creative  wisdom  comes  to  spring  and  a  fresh,  impressive  melody  to 
flow.  It  is  precisely  in  deeply  going  into  the  reality  with  burning 
composition  enthusiasm  and  revolutionary  vigor  and  experiencing  life  to 
the  quick,  and  ceaselessly  launching  the  energetic  search  for  vivid  musical 
language  where  the  true  road  to  finding  an  elegant,  gentle  people-minded 
melody  is,  where  the  key  to  the  composition  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music 
is. 
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The  chuche-oriented  literary  art  thought  on  excellent  pieces  of  music  and 
the  party's  guideline  for  the  composition  of  many  excellent  pieces  of 
music,  because  of  their  validity,  are  displaying  great  vitality  in 
musical  composition  practice  and  musical  life. 

With  the  intrinsic  nature  of  an  excellent  piece  of  music  and  the  ways  of 
composition  explicitly  enunciated  by  the  chuche-oriented  literary  art 
theory,  a  new  turnaround  has  occurred  in  our  country's  musical  art, 
especially  in  the  area  of  songs,  and  a  composition  upsurge  is  being 
brought  about. 

This  can  be  seen  clearly  in  the  theme  songs  of  feature  films  such  as 
"We  Hold  Our  Unswering  Loyalty  to  Our  Red  Hearts,"  a  song  in  feature  film 
"Sea  of  Blood"  adapted  from  the  immortal  classic  of  the  same  tile,  in  the 
musical  repertoire  of  Mansudae  Art  Troupe,  in  the  "Sea  of  Blood"  style 
revolutionary  operas,  and  in  many  party  policy  songs  being  briskly  composed 
by  composers. 

The  theme  song  "We  Hold  Our  Unswerving  Loyalty  Dear  to  our  Red  Hearts" 
of  feature  film  "Sea  of  Blood"  and  revolutionary  opera  "Sea  of  Blood"  is 
a  new  milestone  in  the  composition  of  excellent  pieces  of  our  style  music, 
and  is  one  of  the  monumental  pieces  of  music  that  opened  a  new  path  to  the 
style  of  our  country's  lyrical  songs. 

Because  of  the  deep  thought  and  emotion  of  the  song,  and  the  musical  image 
inducing  people  into  the  world  of  deep  thinking  evocative  of  many  things, 
the  song  "We  Hold  Our  Unswering  Loyalty  Dear  to  Our  Red  Hearts"  leaves 
a  deep  impression  in  the  hearts  of  the  listeners ,  the  more  tugging  at 
their  heartstrings  the  more  they  hear  it.  This  song,  because  of  the 
elegant  and  smooth  melody,  commendably  brings  to  life  the  national 
emotion  that  suits  the  feeling  of  our  people.  Yet,  neither  is  this  a 
folksong  style  song  nor  anywhere  near  it  nor  a  western  style  song  sung 
on  high  notes  or  wide  fluctuations  in  notes.  The  song  is  free  from  the 
folksong  style,  yet  contains  a  suble,  gentle  feeling;  so  it  stand  on  the 
firm  framework  of  national  melody  and  is  becoming  a  new  model  of  our 
style  lyrical  songs  richly  reflecting  modern  aesthetic  feelings. 

With  many  excellent  pieces  of  music  ceaselessly  composed  in  the  musical  art 
sphere,  today  our  country  is  enjoying  a  bumper  crop  of  excellent  pieces 
of  music  unprecedented  in  any  prior  period.  Many  excellent  songs  such 
as  "The  Lofty  Will  of  the  Leader  Has  Blossomed  Red,"  "We  Will  Attend  None 
But  the  Leader,"  "We  Sing  of  the  Benevolence  of  the  Leader,"  "This  Happiness 
of  Living,  Attending  the  Leader,"  "The  Song  of  Pyongyang,"  "The  Song  of 
Sunflower,"  "The  Soldiers  Hear  the  Sound  of  Swaying  Rice  Plants"  suit  the 
emotions  and  feelings  of  our  people  engaged  in  socialist  construction 
so  much  so  that  the  more  they  hear  them,  they  want  to  hear  them  still  more; 
the  more  they  sing  them,  they  want  to  sing  them  still  more. 
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These  songs,  because  of  the  profound  musical  emotion  and  the  power  of  rich 
image,  make  the  people  deeply  think  of  their  today's  happiness  of  living 
in  the  affectionate  bosom  of  the  great  leader,  of  the  yesterday  and  today 
of  our  revolution  which  the  leader  has  led  along  the  one  road  of  victory 
with  his  lifetime  devotion,  and  of  the  future  of  our  revolution  in  which 
they  want  to  eternally  guard  their  today's  happiness  and  make  it  more 
beautifully  blossom,  loyally  attending  the  fatherly  leader. 

The  composition  of  many  excellent  pieces  of  music  in  the  sphere  of  vocal 
music  is  also  exerting  great  influence  on  the  development  of  instrumental 
music,  as  a  rich  source  capable  of  stimulating  a  brisk  development  of 
popular  pieces  of  instrumental  music  which  are  easy  for  the  people  to 
understand  and  love. 

With  the  party's  instrumental  music  composition  guideline  thoroughly  carried 
through  for  rendering  the  popular  songs  widely  known  among  the  people  into 
instrumental  music,  many  pieces  of  instrumental  music  have  been  composed 
such  as  symphony  "Sea  of  Blood";  violin  solo  "We  will  be  Loyal  Generation 
After  Generation";  "Beloved  Brother  and  We  the  Three  Brothers,"  a  terzet 
for  national  musical  instruments ;  chamber  music  "This  Spring  Day  of  Flowers" 
and  "The  May  Festival";  piano  concerto  "Korea  Is  One."  These  pieces  of 
instrumental  music,  richly  bringing  to  life  the  deep  emotion  and  image  of 
the  original  tunes  by  means  of  instrumental  music,  not  only  have  further 
enhanced  the  ideoartistic  character  of  the  original  tunes  but  also  are 
admirably  performing  the  function  of  discernment  and  indoctrination  as 
independent  instrumental  music.  Thus  these  pieces  of  instrumental  music 
are  greatly  serving  in  the  development  of  chuche-oriented  our  style 
instrumental  music. 

Many  pieces  of  music  that  have  been  composed  in  accordance  with  the  party's 
guideline  for  composing  excellent  pieces  of  music  are  receiving  the  warm 
love  of  our  people ,  and  are  becoming  an  admirable  means  of  thoroughly 
arming  them  with  the  great  chuche  ideology  and  energetically  inspiring 
them  to  revolution  and  construction.

For  the  guidance  functionaries  to  set  standards  by  their  own  actions  in 
conducting  the  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction  tasks  is  an 
important  question  in  guiding  the  masses. 

The  success  or  failure  of  revolution  and  construction  is  influenced 
by  how  highly  the  fervor  of  the  working  masses,  parties  in  direct  charge 
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of  revolution  and  construction,  is  heightened  and  how  their  positivity  is 
promoted . 

A  powerful  method  for  the  guidance  functionaries  to  energetically  set 
the  masses  in  motion  in  the  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction 
tasks  is  leading  them  with  practical  examples  rather  than  with  words. 

When  the  guidance  functionaries  set  examples  by  their  practical  actions, 
the  masses  come  to  follow  them  and  act  like.  To  put  it  another  way,  the

Leadership  of  the  party  for  revolution  and  construction  is,  in  the  final 
analysis,  realized  through  the  guidance  functionaries,  and  all  questions 
are  solved  by  the  cadres.

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always  lead  them  with  examples  of  standards  set  by  their  own  actions  at  the 
forehead  of  an  assault  battle,  they  will  be  quite  capabLe  of  successfully 
fulfilling  even  the  enormous  new  long  term  plan. 

This  year  Hwangju  County  is  faced  with  an  enormous  task,  loyally  upholding 
the  militant  tasks  laid  down  by  the  great  leader  before  the  national 
agricultural  congress  and  the  letter  of  the  Party  Central  Committee 
addressed  to  the  entire  party  members ,  to  concentrate  forces  on  grain 
production  while  consolidating  the  achievements  already  scored,  so  as 
to  make  the  grain  distribution  amount  to  8  tons  or  more  per  peasant 
household,  and  epochally  improve  the  standard  of  living  for  the  people, 
doubling  the  local  industrial  production  over  last  year's  record.

The  guidance  functionaries,  bearing  in  mind  how  important  their  position 
is,  must  brilliantly  acquit  themselves  of  their  duty  and  role  at  their 
assigned  posts  as  commanding  personnel  in  the  driver's  seat  of  the 
revolution. 

To  our  functionaries,  there  cannot  be  the  deflection  of  a  fraction  of  an 
inch  or  a  moment's  delay  in  fulfilling  the  combat  duties  assigned  them  by 
the  party.  It  is  in  devoting  all  their  strength  aid  wisdom  to  the 
formidable  struggle  for  the  fulfillment  of  this  year's  combat  tasks 
where  the  glory  and  reward  of  the  guidance  functionaries  is. 

All  functionaries  must  display  to  the  hilt  the  lofty  attitude  of  a 
revolutionary  setting  standards  by  his  own  actions  in  today ' s  formidable 
struggle  to  fulfill  the  people's  economic  plan  without  fail  by  the  day, 
by  the  month,  by  the  quarter. 

To  energetically  lead  the  masses  with  a  fervent  work  desire  and  the 
revolutionary  attitude  of  setting  standards  by  their  own  actions  to  fit 
the  demands  of  the  developing  realities  of  our  revolution  which  has 
entered  upon  a  period  of  a  new  turnaround,  is  an  important  task  facing 
the  guidance  functionaries. 

Important  in  maintaining  the  revolutionary  work  attitude  of  setting 
standards  by  their  own  actions  is  for  the  guidance  functionaries ,  when 
organizing  and  launching  work,  to  set  their  practical  examples  in  leading 
the  masses. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 
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"...  the  attitude  of  a  communist  revolutionary  is  manifested  in  the 
guidance  functionaries  always  putting  themselves  in  the  forefront  of 
the  masses  in  all  work  and  setting  an  example  for  the  masses." 

(Ibid. ,  p  269) 

Whenever  the  functionaries  organize  or  guide  any  work,  it  is  important  that 
they  be  the  first  to  set  an  example  by  their  practical  actions,  instead  of 
merely  telling  people  at  the  base  level  to  do  the  work. 

After  assigning  a  task  to  people  at  the  base  lerel,  it  will  not  do  to 
merely  tell  them  to  do  it  or  stress  the  need;  the  functionaries  must 
teach  and  help  them  step  by  step,  personally  setting  practical  examples. 

For  the  functionaries  to  set  practical  examples  is  the  correct  guidance 
attitude  of  teaching  the  masses  the  correct  way  of  solving  questions  and 
of  leading  the  masses. 

A  functionary  who  loves  to  make  frequent  visits  merely  to  give  directives 
with  smooth  talks,  cannot  become  a  genuine  standard  bearer  of  the  masses. 

Only  if  the  guidance  functionaries  vividly  show  and  teach  the  work  method 
setting  a  practical  example,  can  the  masses  come  to  learn  from  it  and 
boldly  launch  work  with  faith. 

We  have  experienced  through  practical  struggle  that  when  the  guidance 
functionaries  with  examples  of  standards  set  by  their  own  actions,  teach 
and  lead  the  masses,  there  is  no  work  that  cannot  be  accomplished  and 
that  the  examples  have  a  power  of  influence  incomparably  stronger  than 
hundreds  of  words  or  general  emphasis. 

The  course  of  struggle  of  the  county  party  committee  to  carry  through 

the  party's  guideline  for  an  underground  water  revolution  eloquently  shows 

this. 

At  the  time  it  carried  out  the  party's  guideline  for  an  underground  water 
revolution,  the  county  party  committee,  instead  of  merely  issuing  directives 
to  the  base  level  and  deploying  work  force,  formulated  executive  measures 
and  concrete  plans  on  the  basis  of  having  organized  guidance  forces  by  the 
district  and  of  having  surveyed  and  grasped  the  targets  and  areas  of 
cooperative  farms  for  supplying  water,  the  state  of  their  work  force  and 
irrigation  installations,  and  creating  a  model  of  (Paqueducts)  and  pools 
at  one  unit,  generalized  it  through  on-the-job  training. 

The  county  party  functionaries  who  were  dispatched  to  Yongch'on-ri  and 
Ch'onju-ri,  explained  and  drove  home  to  the  party  members  and  working 
people  the  party's  guideline  for  an  underground  water  revolution  aimed  at 
overcoming  the  effects  of  the  cold  front,  and  inspired  them  to  display 
a  boundless  self-sacrificing  spirit  in  the  struggle  to  carry  out  the 
task  laid  down  by  the  party. 
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Meanwhile,  energetically  launching  political  agitation  and  economic 
agitation,  jumping  into  the  sites  where  work  was  under  way  to  dig  large 
pools,  the  functionaries  formulated  organizational  work  aimed  at  highly 
inspiring  the  creative  wisdom  and  positivity  of  the  masses  and  led  the 
masses  in  the  forefront.  Thus  inspired,  members  of  the  Yongch'on-ri 
Farm  were  abLe  in  a  short  period  of  time  to  dig  wells  and  pools  everywhere 
and  irrigate  many  wet  and  dry  fields. 

The  county  party  functionaries,  with  such  work  method  and  work  trait, 
organized  and  commanded  at  the  helm  all  the  struggle  to  carry  through 
the  party's  guideline  for  an  underground  revolution. 

The  county  party  functionaries,  positioning  themselves  in  the  forefront 
of  the  masses  and  leading  members  of  the  farm,  being  the  first  to  rise 
in  the  morning,  sleeping  less  than  others,  installed  aqueducts  digging 
wells  and  pools  at  many  points,  taking  into  account  the  geographic 
conditions  of  the  county  and  the  conditions  of  each  field,  and  irrigated 
hundreds  of  chongbo  of  wet  and  dry  fields. 

In  the  process,  we  have  thoroughly  experienced  the  truth  that  only  if 
functionaries  of  the  county  party  as  an  executive  unit,  not  as  a  guidance 
unit,  plan  organizational  work  and  lead  the  masses  in  the  forefront  of 
the  ranks  waging  the  battle,  is  it  possible  for  all  work  to  be  accomplished 
thoroughly  well  and  for  the  masses  to  successfully  carry  through  the 
policies  of  the  party  with  ever  greater  courage. 

Also  important  in  establishing  the  revolutionary  attitude  of  setting 
standards  by  their  own  actions  is  for  the  guidance  functionaries  to 
devotedly  struggle,  being  the  first  to  put  their  shoulders  to  difficult 
and  backbreaking  work,  to  unlocking  locked-in  links. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"The  guidance  functionaries  must  lead  the  masses  with  greater  courage  and 
soaring  vigor  as  work  of  greater  difficulty  arises."  (Ibid.,  p  272) 

To  jump  into  difficult  and  backbreaking  work  without  hesitation  and 
dispose  of  it  with  panache  is  a  lofty  trait  which  the  commanding  personnel 
charged  with  leading  the  masses  must  possess. 

New  tasks  constantly  arise  before  our  deepening  and  developing  revolution, 
presenting  us  with  the  combat  duty  to  break  through  difficult  barriers  and 
bottlenecks. 

Whether  or  not  difficult  tasks  being  presented  anew  in  a  complex  manner 
can  be  successfully  resolved  entirely  depends  on  how  re \olutionarily  the 
commanding  personnel  organize  and  launch  the  work. 

Every  time  the  masses  run  into  difficult  and  backbreaking  work,  they  come 
to  look  to  the  commanding  personnel  first.  At  such  a  time,  should  the 
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commanding  personnel  fail  to  jimp  into  negotiating  the  difficult  corner 
and  to  formulate  measures  to  break  through  the  barrier,  then  the  masses 
will  not  trust  our  functionaries  and  consequently,  the  masses  cannot 
positively  launch  into  the  complex  and  difficult  struggle. 

Only  if  the  guidance  functionaries  position  themselves  in  the  forefront  of 
the  revolutionary  ranks  and  show  their  strong  will  to  put  their  shoulders 
to  turning  the  difficult  corner,  to  jump  into  the  water,  to  score  a 
breakthrough,  is  it  possible  to  make  the  masses  gain  faith  and  courage 
and  resolutely  fight  on  without  vacillation,  pushing  aside  whatever  wall 
standing  in  their  way. 

Even  if  a  precipice  stands  in  his  way  of  forward  march,  even  if  he  runs 
into  a  corner  that  calls  for  risking  his  life ,  the  commanding  officer  can 
score  victory  in  the  battle  only  if  he,  always  in  the  forefront  as  befits 
a  commanding  officer  vibrant  with  revolutionary  vigor,  races  forward, 
calling  on  the  soldiers  to  follow  him. 

Precisely  such  was  the  situation  in  our  county  when  a  waterway  project 
arose  just  before  the  rice  transplanting  season,  a  most  strained  period 
in  the  struggle  for  this  year's  grain  production. 

Last  spring  our  county  was  faced  with  the  difficult  task  of  insuring 
rice  transplanting  in  some  50  chongbo  of  tideland  newly  reclaimed  in 
Samjon-ri,  a  task  to  overcome  the  clear  and  present  danger  posed  by  the 
unusually  extreme  drought  rarely  seen  in  recent  years. 

It  was  a  very  difficult  question  to  secure  water  when  the  rice  transplanting 
season  was  drawing  so  near,  and  consequently,  it  was  hard  to  secure  water 
unless  additional  pumping  stations  were  installed. 

But  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  and  the  relevant  structural 
project  called  for  quantities  of  materials  and  supplies  and  labor,  and 
there  were  more  than  one  or  two  questions  that  had  to  be  solved  in  terms 
of  technology.  It  was  necessary  to  dig  a  waterway  3  km  long,  and  moreover, 
there  was  a  rock  bed  area  extending  600  meters  in  the  way.  In  the  face 
of  such  difficulties,  some  people  hesitated,  claiming  it  was  quite 
impossible  to  complete  the  whole  project  before  the  rice  transplanting 
season.  Unless  the  county  party  functionaries  themselves  were  unafraid 
of  pushing  ahead  with  the  project  boldly  in  a  Hg  way,  it  was  impossible 
to  energetically  inspire  the  masses.  The  county  party  functionaries  resolved 
the  necessary  means  of  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  and  the 
waterway  project,  and  inspired  members  of  the  farm,  mounting  concentrated 
agitation  offensives  on  the  battlefields.  And  the  guidance  functionaries 
were  the  first  to  grapple  with  the  task  of  cutting  away  the  rock  bed,  the 
most  difficult  work  in  the  whole  project,  and  mounted  fierce  struggle 
night  and  day,  holding  torches  in  the  forefront  of  the  farm  members;  and 
as  a  result,  they  completed  the  whole  project  before  the  rice  transplanting 
season,  breaking  down  the  barriers  encountered. 
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Also,  at  the  time  when  the  project  was  being  stepped  up  to  irrigate  the 
dry  fields  in  the  Yongch'on  plains,  it  became  impossible  to  complete  the 
project  on  the  target  date  because  of  an  interruption  in  the  cast  iron 
pipe  production  capacity  of  the  farm  implement  factory.  Here  again, 
the  guidance  functionaries  were  out  front  in  the  struggle  to  overcome 
the  barrier  standing  in  the  way  of  the  project.  They  held  discussions 
with  the  technicians  and  workers,  and  seeking  out  a  way  to  accelerate 
the  revolution  of  the  cupola  furnace,  they  doubled  the  cast  iron  pipe 
production  capacity.  Thus  they  were  able  to  overcome,  with  their  own 
strength,  the  barrier  encountered. 

All  the  achievements  being  scored  in  our  county  energetically  bespeak 
that  the  first  master  in  any  work  is  the  commanding  officer  and  that 
most  important  in  commanding  officer's  battle  command  is  his  revolutionary 
attitude  of  standing  at  the  helm.

In  the  exploiting  class 
society,  the  state  serves  as  an  instrument  for  oppressing  and  exploiting 
the  workers  and  peasants,  but  in  the  socialist  society,  the  state  serves 
in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  shoulders  the  duty  to  responsibly  insure 
material  and  cultural  standards  of  living  for  the  people .

as  failing  to  strive  to  achieve  optimum  efficiency  within  the  480-minute 
work  time.  Thus  we  must  make  working  people  always  brim  with  the 
revolutionary  attitude  of  loving  labor  and  faithfully  participating 
in  it. 

To  precisely  carry  through  the  principle  of  socialist  distribution  while 
ceaselessly  heightening  the  politicoideological  consciousness  of  working 
people  is  one  of  the  important  questions  arising  in  fostering  the  communist 
attitude  toward  labor  among  them. 

The  principle  of  socialist  distribution,  inasmuch  as  it  is  based  on  the 
principle  that  he  who  does  not  work  may  not  eat,  is  a  means  of  control 
in  establishing  labor  discipline,  and  is  an  important  way  of  struggle 
against  the  outdated  idea  of  wanting  to  eat  the  bread  of  idleness  without 
working.  Therefore,  correct  realization  of  the  principle  of  socialist 
distribution  makes  working  people  faithfully  participate  in  the  communal 
labor  for  the  society  and  the  collective,  and  is  of  great  import  in  making 
them  display  to  the  hilt  their  devotion  and  initiative  in  societywide 
labor. 

Most  important  in  precisely  realizing  the  principle  of  socialist  distribution 
is  correctly  setting  the  norm  of  labor  in  all  branches,  at  all  units  of 
the  people's  economy. 

The  norm  of  labor  is  the  measuring  stick  for  assessing  the  result  of  labor 
and  is  an  important  condition  which  makes  it  possible  to  precisely  apply 
the  principle  of  socialist  distribution. 

State  organs,  enterprises,  and  ooperative  organizations,  tightly  grasping

specialties,  and  must  positively  struggle  to  properly  provide  refrigeration 
facilities  at  food  stores  and  supply  without  interruption  throughout  the 
four  season  nutritious  and  fresh  foodstuffs  such  as  oil,  meat,  eggs,  fish, 
vegetables,  and  fruits.  They  must  make  all  processed  foodstuffs  tasty, 
and  meticulously  handling  them,  must  enhance  the  hygienic  conditions  in  a 
cultured  way,  and  must  further  improve  sales  organization  so  that  working 
people  may  make  timely  purchases.  In  this  way  they  must  improve  one-grade 
higher  the  standard  of  food  life  for  the  working  people  and  positively 
serve  to  lessen  the  women's  kitchen  chores. 

To  wage  a  clothing  revolution  along  with  the  food  revolution  arises  as  a 
very  important  task  today  when  the  standard  of  living  for  the  people  is 
improved  and  the  cultural  revolution  comprehensively  carried  out.

The  functionaries  of  the  branch  producing  people's 
consumer  goods  must  energetically  launch  the  struggle  to  expand  the 
variety,  improve  the  quality,  and  increase  the  production  quantity  of 
consumer  goods;  and  the  functionaries  of  the  service  branch  must  further 
improve  organizational  work  so  that  the  produced  merchandise  may  be  properly 
allocated  and  supplied  on  time  to  the  working  people. 

A  decisive  guarantee  for  improving  service  work  in  line  with  the  realistic 
demands  of  socialist  construction  is  in  strengthening  partywide  guidance 
for  this  task. 

Experience  shows  that  when  party  organizations  commendably  conduct  political

IMPROVING  ECONOMIC  MANAGEMENT

dynamically  racing  forward,  working  new  miracles  and  innovations  every  day. 

The  awesome  reality  of  socialist  economic  construction  wherein  production 
and  construction  are  being  accelerated  at  a  high  rate  of  speed,  and  the 
enormous  economic  construction  task  facing  our  people  in  the  present 
period,  urgently  demand  that  all  economic  guidance  functionaries  further 
improve  and  strengthen  economic  guidance  and  enterprise  management  more 
than  at  any  time. 

In  order  to  improve  enterprise  management,  and  manage  and  operate  the 
economy  scientifically,  rationally,  it  is  important  that  the  economic  guidance 
functionaries  pay  keen  attention  to  properly  utilizing  economic  leverages 
such  as  the  independent  economic  accounting  system. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  early  on  scientifically  enunciating 
the  necessity  along  with  the  intrinsic  nature  to  implement  an  independent 
economic  accounting  system  in  managing  and  operating  the  socialist  economy, 
laid  down  the  guideline  for  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting 
system  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  Work  System,  and  thus  provided  a 
guiding  compass  that  must  be  tightly  grasped  in  improving  socialist 
economic  management. 

The  guidance  functionaries  of  all  branches  of  the  people's  economy — by 
properly  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system,  deeply 
studying  and  mastering  the  outstanding  thought  and  theory  on  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  enunciated  by  the  great  leader,  the  principles 
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and  basic  requirements  that  must  be  tightly  grasped  in  implementing  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the 
Taean  Work  System,  and  the  concrete  ways  of  the  realization — shall  score 
greater  achievements  in  the  struggle  to  carry  out  the  new  long  term  plan. 

The  guideline  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  for 
implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the 
demands  of  the  Taean  Work  System  is  an  important  guarantee  for  scientifically 
and  rationally  managing  and  operating  the  economy  in  line  with  the  intrinsic 
nature  of  the  socialst  economic  system  and  the  demands  of  socialist 
economic  management. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  a  method  of  managing  and 
operating  socialist  state-operated  enterprises  on  a  planned  basis.  The 
independent  economic  accounting  system  is  based  on  the  principle  of 
material  interest  in  the  outcome  of  management  activities  of  enterprises 
and  presupposes  a  formal  utilization  of  the  law  of  value  in  economic 
management."  ("Kim  Il-song  Selected  Works,"  Vol  6,  p  397) 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  a  method  of  managing  and 
operating  socialist  state-operated  enterprises  on  a  planned  basis,  a 
method  which  organizes  and  conducts  the  management  activities  of  enterprises 
thoroughly  abiding  by  the  principle  of  state's  centralized,  planned 
management,  and  presupposes  a  formal  utilization  of  the  law  of  value  in 
managing  and  operating  the  economy  based  on  the  principle  of  material 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  management  activities  of  enterprises. 

In  the  socialist  society  it  becomes  inevitable  from  the  transitional 
character  of  the  socialist  society  to  utilize  economic  leverages  such 
as  the  independent  economic  accounting  system. 

In  the  socialist  society  the  masses  of  working  people  are  the  masters  of 
state  sovereignty  and  the  means  of  production,  the  masters  of  management. 
Closely  cooperating  in  camaraderie,  solidly  united  with  one  another  for 
their  common  objectives  and  interests,  they  come  to  work  displaying 
creative  initiative  and  self-awakened  fervor.  This  is  the  intrinsic 
superiority  of  socialism. 

To  highly  promote  the  superiority  of  the  socialist  system,  and  energetically 
inspire  the  working  people  to  revolutionary  fervor  and  creative  positivity, 
strengthening  political  work,  work  with  people,  is  a  basic  question  arising 
in  managing  and  operating  the  socialist  economy. 

The  basics  of  socialist  economic  management  are  from  start  to  finish 
inspiring  the  working  people  to  consciously  participate  in  economic 
management,  heightening  their  ideological  consciousness,  but  it  will 
never  do  to  think  that  materials  incentives  are  unnecessary,  ignoring 
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the  transitional  character  of  the  socialist  society,  or  to  disregard  the 
utilization  of  price  leverages  in  economic  operations. 

The  socialist  society  is  a  transitional  society  still  possessed  of  the 
relics  and  vestiges  of  the  old  society. 

In  the  socialist  society  the  economic  relations  between  production  and 
circulation  of  merchandise  exist  because  there  are  social  divisions  of  labor 
and  divergence  of  ownership  still  remains.  In  the  socialist  society 
state-operated  enterprises  belong  to  the  ownership  of  the  state  and  the 
people  at  large,  but  inasmuch  as  they  are  divergent  in  the  state  of 
ownership,  and  the  means  of  production  exchanged  between  them  assume  the 
form  of  merchandise,  the  law  of  value  comes  to  work  in  terms  of  form. 

In  the  socialist  society  productive  forces  are  not  yet  developed  to  the 
extent  of  making  operative  the  principle  of  working  according  to  ability 
and  distributing  according  to  need,  and  all  of  the  people  not  yet  possess 
the  high  collectivist  spirit  of  managing  the  state  properties  as  if  these 
were  their  own.  In  the  socialist  society,  labor  is  of  course  a  glorious 
and  rewarding  thing  but  it  has  not  yet  become  the  first  and  foremost 
demand  of  life  as  will  be  in  the  communist  society. 

Such  transitional  character  of  the  socialist  society  calls  for  utilizing 
such  economic  leverages  as  costs,  prices,  and  profits  related  to  the 
formal  workings  of  the  law  of  value  while  strictly  adhering  to  the  principle 
of  the  state's  centralized,  planned  management  of  the  socialist  economy, 
and  for  correctly  combining  politicomoral  stimuli  with  material  incentives. 
The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  precisely  the  means  capable 
of  resolving  such  demands. 

Only  if  implemented  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the  great  Taean  Work  System 
can  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  acquit  itself  satisfactorily 
of  its  mission  and  role  as  a  method  of  managing  and  operating  state-operated 
enterprises  on  a  planned  basis . 

The  Taean  Work  System  is  a  work  system  embodying  the  revolutionary  mass  line 
of  our  party  and  is  a  communist  economic  management  system  for  managing 
and  operating  the  economy  relying  on  the  strength  and  wisdom  of  the 
producer  masses. 

It  is  in  thoroughly  carrying  out  the  Taean  Work  System  where  an  important 
guarantee  for  successfully  fulfilling  the  economic  task  at  hand,  relying 
on  the  higher  revolutionary  fervor  of  the  masses  is. 

To  implement  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the 
demands  of  the  Taean  Work  System  is  essentially  a  question  of  utilizing 
the  economic  relations  between  production  and  circulation  of  merchandise, 
and  material  interests,  existing  in  the  socialist  society,  a  transitional 
society,  in  line  with  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist  economic 
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system,  and  is  a  question  of  scientifically  and  rationally  managing  and 
operating  the  economy,  purposefully  utilizing  the  economic  leverages  of 
the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it 
possibLe  to  more  highly  promote  the  superiority  and  vitality  of  the 
Taean  System.  Therefore,  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  must 
become  the  means  of  more  thoroughly  carrying  out  the  great  Taean  System 
which  firmly  embodies  the  mass  line  and  the  principle  of  scientific  nature 
in  economic  management,  and  must  be  implemented  on  the  basis  of  carrying 
through  the  revolutionary  mass  line  and  giving  firm  priority  to  political 
work,  work  with  people,  in  managing  the  economy  in  accordance  with  the 
basic  demands  of  the  Taean  System.  Also,  while  insuring  the  state's 
centralized,  planned  management,  the  principle  of  heightening  the  sense 
of  responsibility  and  initiative  of  enterprises  must  be  observed. 

Away  from  the  Taean  Work  System,  correct  implementation  of  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  is  unthinkable;  only  when  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  is  implemented  in  line  with  the  demands  of 
the  Taean  System  can  it  show  its  genuine  worth. 

Today  when  a  great  mass  march  movement  is  energetically  under  way  for  the 
fulfillment  of  the  new  long  term  plan,  correct  implementation  of  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the 
Taean  System  arises  as  an  urgent  demand  for  factories  and  enterprises 
to  plan  the  work  of  management  and  operation  even  more  on  a  planned  basis. 

In  our  country,  with  the  Six-Year  Plan  successfully  fulfilled  under  the 
sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader,  the  scope  of  the  economy  has  grown 
incomparably  big,  the  level  of  its  technological  provisions  has  improved 
by  far,  and  the  linkages  between  economic  tranches  too  have  become  very 
close  and  complex.  Solidly  based  on  the  achievements  scored  in  socialist 
economic  construction  and  the  ceaseless  high  rate  of  speed  in  economic 
development,  our  party  has  laid  down  the  enormous  task  to  double  industrial 
production  during  the  new  long  term  plan,  rapidly  developing  industry  at 
the  high  average  annual  rate  of  12.1  percent. 

If  the  magnificent  program  of  the  second  Seven-Year  Plan  is  to  be  successfully 
fulfilled,  based  on  the  solid  self-supporting  national  economy  which  our 
people  have  built  with  their  arduous  effort  of  self-reliance,  it  is 
imperative  to  energetically  launch  the  three  revolutions — ideological, 
technical,  and  cultural — and  rationally  utilize  to  the  optimum  on  the 
principle  of  self-reliance  the  economic  foundations  already  laid,  on  the 
one  hand,  and  to  appropriately  utilize  economic  leverages  such  as  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the 
law  of  the  socialist  economy  so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  improve 
economic  management. 

Proper  implementation  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line 
with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  makes  it  possible  above  all  to  heighten 
the  self-awakened  fervor  and  initiative  of  the  working  people  and  enable 
them  to  more  positively  participate  in  enterprise  management. 
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The  independent  economic  accounting  system  correctly  implemented  in  line 
with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System,  it  will  be  possible  to  properly 
combine  politicomoral  stimuli  with  material  incentives  toward  labor, 
giving  priority  to  political  work,  work  with  people,  and  therefore,  it 
will  be  possible  to  further  heighten  the  fervor  and  production  desire  of 
the  producer  masses.  Thus  it  makes  it  possible  for  all  working  people 
to  do  away  with  the  outdated  habit  of  haphazardly  working  and  for  one  and 
all,  with  a  heightened  awareness  and  sense  of  responsibility  that  they 
are  the  masters  of  production,  the  masters  of  management,  to  more  positively 
participate  in  production  and  management. 

Only  when  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  implemented  in 
line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  is  it  possible  to  thoroughly 
overcome  all  kinds  of  wrong  tilting  such  as  putting  out  front  material 
incentives  alone  without  giving  priority  to  political  work  or  disregarding 
the  utilization  of  leverages  of  the  economic  relations  between  production 
and  circulation  of  merchandise  without  regard  to  the  transitional 
character  of  the  socialist  society. 

Correct  implementation  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  also 
makes  it  possible  to  strengthen  the  conservation  system  and  steadfastly, 
diligently,  meticulously  run  national  housekeeping.  It  will  also  be 
possible  to  widely  utilize  the  potential  for  production  increase  and 
conservation,  relying  on  the  revolutionary  fervor  of  the  masses  and  to 
launch  the  struggle  even  better  to  effectively  utilize  existing  economic 
resources  to  the  optimum.  It  will  be  possible  for  factories  and  enterprises, 
through  the  form  of  value,  to  precisely  calculate  production  and  sale, 
revenue  and  expenditure,  to  strengthen  fiscal  control  over  management 
activities,  and  to  heighten  the  material  sense  of  responsibility  and 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  management  activities  of  enterprises.  In  this 
way  it  will  be  possible  to  take  loving  care  of  state  properties,  to  preserve 
labor,  materials,  and  facilities,  to  improve  economic  indexes  such  as 
raising  labor  productivity  and  lowering  costs,  and  to  further  rationalize 
enterprise  management. 

Proper  implementation  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in 
line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  is  also  very  effective  in 
standardizing  the  management  and  operation  of  enterprises  in  line  with 
the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist  society. 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system  properly  implemented,  it  will 
be  possible  to  normalize  production,  to  establish  an  orderly  system,  order, 
and  discipline  in  overall  enterprise  management  such  as  material  management, 
technical  management,  labor  management,  fiscal  management,  etc.,  to  make 
each  and  every  member  of  an  enterprise  responsibly  and  faithfully  fulfill 
his  assigned  duties,  paying  keener  attention  to  the  interests  of  the 
collective,  to  the  interests  of  the  state.  Thus  it  will  be  possible  to 
standardize  enterprise  management  as  discipline  and  order  will  be  established 
in  all  aspects  of  the  management  and  operation  of  an  enterprise  and  the  work 
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of  all  units  from  the  enterprise  down  to  shops  and  work  teams  will  be  more 
organized  on  a  more  planned  basis. 

As  proper  implementation  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in 
line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  makes  it  possible  in  this  way  to 
make  the  producer  masses  participate  in  enterprise  management  in  a  manner 
befitting  masters  and  to  improve  economic  management,  further  enhancing 
their  role,  it  performs  important  functions  in  more  thoroughly  carrying 
out  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  and  highly  displaying  the  superiority 
and  vitality. 

Experience  shows  that  planning  discipline  and  production  order  are  established, 
a  mass  control  over  plan  fulfillment  and  property  management  is  strengthened, 
and  great  achievemens  are  scored  in  production  and  construction,  where  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system  is  correctly  implemented  in  line  with 
the  demands  of  the  Taean  System. 

The  guideline  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  for  implementing  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System  is 
a  scientific  guideline  that  has  illuminated  the  precise  path  to  most 
correctly  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line 
with  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist  society  and  the  demands  of  the 
law  of  socialist  economic  development.  Only  when  this  guideline  is  tightly 
grasped  is  it  possible  to  thoroughly  overcome  on  time  all  kinds  of  tilting 
that  may  surface  in  the  area  of  utilizing  leverages  of  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  and  to  further  improve  the  work  of  managing  and 
operating  factories  and  enterprises. 

Important  in  properly  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system 
in  line  with  the  Taean  Work  System  is  above  all  correctly  setting  the  plan 
for  an  enterprise  and  precisely  assessing  the  prosecution. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"In  order  to  properly  implement  the  independent  economic  accounting  system, 
it  is  imperative  to  precisely  set  the  norms  of  labor  and  consumption  and 
correctly  calculate  the  capacities  of  plant  facilities,  and  based  thereon, 
give  feasible  plans  to  enterprises."  (Ibid.,  p  397) 

The  primary  unit  which  implements  the  independent  economic  accounting  system 
is  the  enterprise.  The  management  activities  of  socialist  state-operated 
enterprises  are  conducted  under  the  unitary  plan  of  the  state,  and  the 
outcome  too  is  assessed  by  the  extent  the  state  plan  is  prosecuted.  The 
state  plan  sets  the  direction  and  goal  of  the  management  activities  of 
each  enterprise  under  the  independent  economic  account  system,  and 
constitutes  the  criterion  for  assessing  the  outcome  of  the  management 
activities  of  the  enterprise.  Therefore,  to  provide  a  realistic,  dynamic 
plan,  thoroughly  carrying  through  the  guideline  for  unified,  detailed 
planning  constitutes  a  basic  condition  for  properly  implementing  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system. 
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If  a  realistic  plan  is  to  be  provided,  the  specific  conditions  and  realistic 
feasibilities  of  the  enterprise  concerned  must  be  adequately  taken  into 
account  and  the  le-\el  to  be  reached  in  the  given  period  must  be  precisely 
considered.  If  an  unfeasible  plan  is  given,  it  will  be  impossible  to  insure 
production  and  construction  in  a  balanced  way  and  ultimately,  it  will  be 
impossible  not  only  to  stimulate  the  enthusiasm  of  the  producers  but  also 
to  energetically  inspire  them  to  the  production  increase  and  conservation 
struggle.  In  which  event'  it  will  be  impossible,  in  the  end,  to  satisfactorily 
achieve  the  goal  projected  in  the  implementation  of  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system. 

Therefore,  it  is  imperative  to  break  down  and  concretize  the  people's 
economic  plan  handed  down  to  the  branch  concerned,  into  detailed  production 
plans  with  quantitative  indexes  of  products  according  to  classification, 
and  for  the  successful  prosecution,  to  precisely  provide  planned  items  and 
indexes  such  as  labor,  materials,  technical  development,  costs,  and  finance. 

All  these  planned  items  and  indexes,  e  \en  if  they  represent  the  production 
plan  for  small  products,  must  never  be  regarded  merely  as  "morally  binding" 
but  as  a  task  legally  mandating  the  prosecution  by  the  enterprises  under 
the  independent  economic  accounting  system. 

Along  with  precisely  giving  plans  to  enterprises,  it  is  very  important 
to  precisely  assess  the  prosectuion  of  the  plans. 

The  great  leader  has  laid  down  the  guideline  for  assessing  the  prosectuion 
of  plans  by  enterprises  not  in  terms  of  indexes  by  monetary  value  but  in 
terms  of  quantitative  indexes  of  products  according  to  classification. 

Only  by  assessing  the  prosecution  of  plans  by  enterprises  by  the  quantitative 
indexes  of  products  according  to  classification  is  it  possible  to  eliminate 
the  tendency  of  putting  primary  emphasis  on  monetary  value  and  to  positively 
push  the  prosecution  of  the  state  plan  by  the  quantitative  indexes  of 
products  according  to  classification. 

Therefore,  it  is  imperative  to  give  plan  quotas  by  the  quantitative  indexes 
of  products  according  to  classification,  in  accordance  withe  unitary  plan 
of  the  state,  to  every  factory,  enterprise,  shop,  and  work  team  in  all 
branches  of  the  people's  economy,  and  to  precisely  assess  the  prosecution 
of  plans  by  the  actual  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  the  prosecution. 

In  assessing  the  outcome  of  management  activities  of  enterprises,  the 
prosecution  of  plans  for  costs  and  profits  must  not  be  overlooked. 

One  of  the  basic  demands  arising  in  implementing  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  is  meeting  expenditures  with  own  revenues  and  giving 
greater  profits  to  the  state.  If  this  demand  is  to  be  satisfied,  costs 
must  be  lowered  and  profits  increased. 

Holding  costs  and  profits  as  an  important  criterion  for  assessing  the 
prosecution  of  plans  by  enterprises,  and  through  the  indexes,  we  must 
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assess  the  management  activities  of  enterprises.  In  particular,  we  must 
eliminate  the  phenomenon  of  enterprises  under  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  neglecting  to  increase  profits,  failing  to  balance 
accounts  just  because  production  is  a  priority,  and  must  ceaselessly 
improve  management  activities  so  as  to  give  greater  profits  to  the  state. 

Based  on  a  precise  assessment  of  the  prosecution  of  all  planned  items  and 
indexes  such  as  production  plans  by  the  quantitative  indexes  of  products 
according  to  classification  and  cost  plans,  we  must  precisely  set  the 
scope  of  operating  expenses,  bonus  and  reserve  funds  of  enterprises,  and 
must  also  correctly  apply  the  bonus  system  to  shops  and  work  teams 
according  to  the  extent  of  prosecution  of  plans. 

It  is  important  to  precisely  conduct  political  assessment,  along  with 
material  assessment,  of  the  management  activities  of  enterprises  and  the 
labor  of  working  people. 

Under  our  country's  socialist  system  where  all  of  our  working  people, 
by  the  great  concern  and  benevolence  of  the  great  leader,  are  enjoying 
a  happy  life  to  their  hearts'  content  free  from  any  worry  about  food, 
clothing,  and  shelter,  stimulating  their  material  interests  is,  in  fact, 
no  big  question.  More  important  is  correctly  conducting  political 
assessment,  social  assessment.  Political  assessment  is  beyond  comparison 
with  a  few  pennies.  To  people,  there  is  no  greater  glory,  no  greater 
reward,  than  receiving  the  political  assessment,  social  assessment  that 
they  are  revolutionaries  loyal  to  the  party  and  revolution. 

The  entire  working  people  typified  by  the  heroic  working  class  struggling 
to  attain  the  chuche  revolutionary  cause,  armed  with  the  great  leader's 
immortal  chuche  ideology,  consider  precisely  this  as  unsurpassed  glory, 
and  hold  it  as  inifinitely  precious  to  glorify  their  political  life. 

In  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with 
the  demands  of  the  Taean  Work  System,  we  must  not  put  one-sided  emphasis 
on  material  incentives  alone  but  politically,  socially,  correctly  assess 
the  creative  labor  of  working  people . 

Also  important  to  socialist  state-operated  enterprises  in  properly 
implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  thoroughly 
carrying  through  the  demands  of  the  Taean  Work  System  in  property  management 
and  utilization. 

Only  if  enterprises  under  the  independent  economic  accounting  system 
eliminate  every  waste,  and  commendably  manage  and  effectively  utilize 
to  the  optimum  all  properties  such  as  plant  facilities,  raw  materials, 
and  supplies,  can  they  produce  and  build  more  with  existing  resources  and 
augment  national  housekeeping  even  more. 

The  great  leader  laid  down  the  unique  theory  on  organizing  on  a  planned 
basis  the  management  and  utilization  of  state  properties  in  line  with  the 
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intrinsic  demands  and  transitional  character  of  the  socialist  society,  and 
at  the  same  time,  rationally  utilizing  the  economic  relations  between 
production  and  circulation  of  merchandise,  and  realizing  it  through  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"In  order  to  rationally  utilize  production  facilities ,  it  is  imperative 
above  all  to  properly  formulate  production  plans,  finely  meshing  cooperative 
production  and  commendably  insuring  materiel  supply.  At  the  same  time, 
it  is  imperative  to  make  sure  that  any  failure  to  rationally  utilize 
production  facilities,  leaving  them  idle,  will  seriously  affect  the 
management  activities  of  the  enterprise  concerned."  (Ibid.,  p  398) 

A  priority  question  arising  in  the  property  management  of  enterprises  is 
establishing  an  orderly  system  for  the  management  of  fixed  assets  and 
most  effectively  utilizing  them. 

To  precisely  register  and  grasp  fixed  assets  is  an  important  precondition 
for  insuring  the  rational  utilization.  In  particular,  a  system  must  be 
established  for  enterprises  to  register  without  exception  and  grasp  all 
the  items  of  fixed  assets  such  as  plant  facilities  in  their  possession. 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  to  effectively  utilize  fixed  assets,  it  is 
imperative  to  energetically  launch  ideological  indoctrination  work  so  that 
all  working  people  may  commendably  handle  and  preserve  fixed  assets  and 
consciously  observe  order  and  discipline  in  property  management.  At  the 
same  time,  in  the  event  that  damage  is  inflicted  on  the  facilities  through 
accidents  caused  by  failure  to  rationally  utilize  fixed  assets  such  as 
mechanical  facilities  or  violating  the  technical  rules  and  standard 
operating  procedures  going  below  the  index  of  facility  utilization  rate, 
it  is  important  to  exercise  strict  economic  and  legal  control,  positively 
utilizing  economic  leverages  such  as  indemnification  for  the  fixed  asset 
and  cost  so  as  to  make  sure  that  the  management  activities  of  the  enterprise 
concerned  are  affected. 

So  doing  performs  an  important  function  in  making  enterprises  energetically 
struggle  to  cease  and  desist  from  requesting  an  unreasonably  large 
quantity  of  materiel  and  wasting  them,  to  eliminate  the  phenomenon  of 
keeping  mechanical  facilities  idle  without  proper  utilization,  to  request 
only  an  appropriate  quantity  of  the  necessary  materiel  and  commendably 
manage  and  rationally  utilize  them. 

To  commendably  manage,  preserve,  and  effectively  utilize  current  assets 
such  as  raw  materials  and  supplies,  is  one  of  the  important  guarantees 
for  insuring  constant  growth  in  production. 

An  important  question  arising  in  commendably  managing  and  effectively 
utilizing  the  current  assets  is  creditably  formulating  the  materials 
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supply  plan  and  at  the  same  time,  correctly  utilizing  the  commercial  form 
in  buying  and  selling  raw  materials  and  supplies. 

In  materials  supply,  enterprises  must  be  allowed  to  pruchase  raw  materials 
and  supplies  only  if  they  have  the  necessary  fund;  in  the  event  that  they 
have  purchased  certain  materials  and  supplies  more  than  necessary,  then 
they  must  not  be  allowed  to  purchase  other  materials  and  supplies  even  if 
such  materials  and  supplies  are  necessary.  In  this  way  it  is  imperative 
to  make  one  and  all  regard  materials  and  supplies  as  valuable,  counting 
the  costs  and  transportation  expenses  involved,  and  improve  the  custodial 
care,  and  strive  to  lower  the  standard  of  material  consumption  per  unit  of 
product. 

In  order  to  properly  implement  the  independent  economic  accounting  system 
in  line  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  System,  it  is  also  imperative  to 
ceaselessly  improve  fiscal  management  and  fiscal  control. 

The  finances  of  enterprises  comprehensively  reflect  the  management 
activities  of  enterprises.  Away  from  the  finances  of  enterprises  it 
is  impossible  either  to  comprehensively  assess  the  outcome  of  management 
activities  or  to  properly  realize  the  demands  of  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  for  giving  profits  to  the  state  after  meeting  their 
expenditure  with  their  own  revenue. 

An  enterprise,  through  fiscal  leverages,  weighs  revenue  against  expenditure, 
makes  the  allocation,  and  balances  the  accounts.  Therefore,  it  is 
imperative  to  exercise  fiscal  control  over  the  management  activities 
of  an  enterprise  through  fiscal  leverages,  and  generate  a  material 
interest  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  plan. 

Also  important  in  properly  implementing  the  independent  economic  accounting 
system  is  enhancing  the  role  and  sense  of  responsibility  of  economic  guidance 
functionaries . 

The  economic  guidance  functionaries  above  all  must  thoroughly  arm  themselves 
with  the  great  leader's  immortal  chuche  ideology,  ceaselessly  revolutionize 
and  working  classize  themselves  consciously  participating  in  party 
organizational  life,  highly  display  their  party  spirit,  working  class 
character,  and  people-mindedness  in  economic  guidance. 

One  of  the  important  tasks  before  the  economic  guidance  functionaries  is 
commendably  doing  economic  organizational  work.  Thoroughly  carrying 
through  the  guideline  of  our  party  for  unified,  detailed  planning,  they 
must  finely  mesh  the  management  activities  of  factories  and  enterprises 
to  the  minutest  detail,  and  positively  organize  and  mobilize  the  masses 
in  the  fulfillment  of  the  plan.  Tightly  grasping  all  aspects  of  economic 
management  such  as  production  guidance,  materials  supply,  technical  guidance, 
facilities  management,  fiscal  management,  labor  administration,  they  must 
responsibly  and  substantively  conduct  the  work  of  management  and  operation. 
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At  the  same  time ,  factories  and  enterprises  must  decisively  strengthen 
their  computing  and  statistical  work  in  management  activities. 

Another  important  task  facing  the  economic  guidance  functionaries  is 
improving  their  standard  of  economic  theory  and  their  level  of  management 
job  qualifications. 

Inasmuch  as  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  a  method  of 
managing  and  operating  the  socialist  economy  on  a  planned  basis,  utilizing 
the  law  of  the  socialist  economy  and  economic  leverages,  and  is  the  means 
of  scientifically,  rationally  operating  the  economy,  the  economic  guidance 
functionaries  can  correctly  implement  the  independent  economic  accounting 
system  only  if  they  are  versed  in  the  socialist  economic  theory  and 
management  method. 

Therefore,  all  economic  guidance  functionaries  must  thoroughly  arm  themselves 
with  the  outstanding  thought  and  theory  on  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  enunciated  by  the  great  leader. 

At  the  same  time,  they  must  possess  knowledge  about  concrete  management 
methods  and  standards  such  as  planning  work,  production  guidance,  labor 
management,  facilities  management,  technical  management,  materials 
management,  fiscal  management,  and  knowledge  about  economic  leverages 
such  as  costs,  prices,  and  profits. 

The  guideline  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  for  implementing  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system  in  line  with  the  demands  of 
the  Taean  System  has  incontrovertibly  proved  its  validity  and  vitality 
in  our  country's  socialist  economic  construction.

ENVIRONMENTAL  POLLUTION  IN  SOUTH  KOREA  IS  A  PRODUCT  OF  THE  PUPPET  GANG'S 
POLICY  OF  TREASON  AGAINST  THE  COUNTRY  AND  THE  PEOPLE

[Text]  Today  environmental  pollution  is  becoming  a  serious  sociopolitical 
question  in  south  Korea. 

In  the  1950's  of  this  20th  century  known  as  an  era  of  science  and 
civilization,  phenomena  of  all-pervasive,  horrendous  environmental 
pollution  unprecedented  in  history  began  appearing  and  are  now  becoming 
a  serious  question  in  all  countries  of  the  capitalist  world;  but  a 
typical  area  of  pollution  on  the  face  of  the  globe  where  pollution  is 
worst  is  south  Korea.  Today's  south  Korea  is  literally  being  turned 
into  an  area  of  chronic  pollution,  into  a  hell  where  the  mountains  and 
rivers,  and  the  people  get  sick  and  die. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"At  present  the  south  Korean  authorities,  instead  of  cooperating  with 
fellow  countrymen,  have  introduced  unlimited  foreign  monopoly  capital 
in  collusion  with  foreign  forces,  turning  the  south  Korean  economy  into 
a  completely  enslaved  economy;  and  moreovsr,  bringing  in  pollution 
industry  denounced  even  in  foreign  countries  as  'a  pot  of  pollution,' 
they  are  defiling  our  beautiful  rivers  and  mountains."  ("Kim  Il-song 
Selected  Works,"  Vol  6,  p  450) 

Pollution  is  rapidly  destroying  natural  environment  in  soutb  Korea  and 
is  bringing  untold  misfortunes  and  sufferings  to  the  south  Korean  people. 

The  pollution  which  is  eroding  the  entire  area  of  south  Korea  is  of  a 
pernicious,  sustained,  destructive  kind. 

The  pollutants  which  are  responsible  for  the  pollution  in  south  Korea 
are  heavy  metals  such  as  chromium,  cadmium,  and  mercury;  organic  compounds; 
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harmful  gases  and  dusts,  that  are  all  elements  which  cause  fatal  injuries 
to  life.  Such  harmful  matters  are  not  biogradable,  and  once  they  invade 
the  systems  of  humans  or  animals  in  excessive  amounts,  they  work  horrendous 
harm  over  a  long  period  of  time. 

All  sorts  of  pollution  industries  in  south  Korea,  spewing  such  harmful 
matters  at  random,  are  seriously  polluting  the  air,  land,  rivers,  and 
seas,  turning  the  life  environment  of  south  Korea  into  "environment  of 
death." 

The  air  in  south  Korea  is  filled  with  harmful  gases. 

The  degree  of  air  pollution  in  Seoul  is  highest  in  the  world.  As  early  as 
1969  the  air  pollution  in  Seoul  far  exceeded  the  safety  level,  and  in 
five  years  since  then,  the  contents  of  sulphurous  acid  gas  and  carbon 
monoxide  amounted  twice  as  much  as  the  safety  levels,  the  dusts  ten  times 
as  much;  and  they  are  growing  worse  with  each  passing  day.  A  western 
news  agency  dispatch  wrote:  "No  one  seems  to  know  what  the  name  of  this 
city  stands  for  but  it  is,  if  nothing  else,  synonymous  with  filth,  smoke, 
and  pollution  in  Asia." 

Pollution  is  not  limited  to  Seoul  alone;  the  same  pollution  afflicts 
cities  on  the  south  coast  such  as  Pusan  and  Masan.  To  quote  Pusan  alone, 
it  is  reported  the  air  contains  harmful  dusts  32-33  times  as  much  as 
the  maximum  allowable  level  for  human  health. 

By  the  harmful  matters  spewed  by  pollution  industries  in  south  Korea, 
lands  and  rivers  are  being  severely  polluted. 

The  harmful  matters  recklessly  spewed  into  the  air  fall  on  land,  and 
waste  water  from  factories,  haphazardly  dispose  of,  goes  underground 
and  eventually  finds  its  way  into  rivers,  with  the  result  that  land 
and  water  pollution  is  reaching  a  grave  level.  At  present  the  soil  of 
the  Seoul  area  contains  elements  of  copper  or  zinc  as  much  as  from  100 
times  to  1,500  times  the  safety  level,  and  the  Han  River  has  turned  black 
on  account  of  excessive  pollution.  In  the  Seoul  area,  even  underground 
water  is  not  potable.  Well-known  rivers  in  south  Korea  such  as  the 
Naktong  River  have  already  been  severely  polluted  by  harmful  matters, 
and  the  polluted  water,  flowing  into  farm  fields,  is  inflicting  great 
damage  on  crops. 

To  quote  the  extremely  conservative  figures  released  fcy  the  south  Korean 
puppet  ministry  of  agriculture  and  fisheries,  the  area  of  farm  fields 
damaged  by  air  pollution  increased  20  times  in  1976  compared  with  1968, 
and  the  area  of  farm  fields  damaged  by  waste  water  from  pollution  industries 
increased  5  times  in  the  same  period. 

Pollution  in  south  Korea  not  only  is  affecting  the  air,  water,  and  land, 
damaging  farm  crops  but  also  is  directly  penetrating  farm  crops,  rendering 
inedible  the  crops  grown  there,  such  as  rice,  vegetables,  and  fruits. 
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On  account  of  the  daily  worsening  environmental  pollution,  the  pollution 
of  sea  waters  off  south  Korea  is  reaching  a  more  deplorable  level.  Look 
at  the  pollutants  flowing  into  the  sea  in  the  form  of  waste  water  from 
a  few  districts  where  the  pollution  industries  brought  in  from  abroad  are 
located,  and  the  gravity  will  be  clear.  Daily  flowing  into  the  coastal 
waters  are  100,000  tons  of  waste  water  containing  matters  of  deadly 
poison  from  the  Masan  district,  and  tens  of  thousands,  nay,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  tons  of  waste  water  from  each  "industrial  zone."  As  a  result, 
in  the  south  Korean  coastal  waters,  the  contents  of  cadmium,  lead,  zinc, 
mercury,  chromium,  copper,  and  organic  compounds  of  the  heavy  metals 
exceed  no  less  than  3-40  times  the  safety  levels.  The  oil  pollution  of 
the  southern  and  western  seas  too  reaches  6-10  times  the  safety  level 
for  the  preservation  of  fishery  resources.  Thus  in  the  off-shore  waters 
of  south  Korea,  marine  plants  and  shellfish  beds  are  being  completely 
wiped  out,  and  deformed  fish  are  being  born  while  other  fish  die  en  masse. 
Fishing  grounds  off  south  Korean  coasts  have  completely  disappeared, 
and  what  fish  can  be  found  are  inedible  because  of  the  smell  of  oil. 

In  south  Korea,  such  harmful  pollutants  are  extremely  polluting  the  air, 
river,  land  and  sea,  severely  destroying  natural  environment. 

The  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea  which  has  destroyed  life 
environmnt  and  has  turned  basic  matters  for  human  life  into  poison, 
is  wrapping  up  the  south  Korean  people  in  horrendous  misfortunes. 

The  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea,  inflicting  as  it  does  grave 
aftereffects  on  all  aspects  of  socioeconomic  life ,  is  causing  horrendous 
sufferings,  severely  damaging  people's  health  and  seriously  threatening 
life. 

Modern  medical  science  makes  it  clear  that  if  human  life  environment  is 
polluted  and  the  means  of  life  turned  into  poison,  people  can,  as  a  result, 
suffer  from  diseases  of  digestive  organs,  respiratory  organs,  circulatory 
organs,  and  nervous  systems,  especially  from  such  incurable  diseases  as 
cancer  and  heart  troubles  in  massive  numbers. 

Exactly,  in  south  Korea,  as  a  result  that  life  environment  has  been 
polluted  and  harmful  matters  in  the  air,  water,  and  food  have  been 
inhaled  and  ingested  fcy  people  and  accumulated  in  them,  the  incidence 
of  various  diseases  is  now  rapidly  increasing. 

The  one  fact  alone  that  in  Seoul,  more  than  one  out  of  every  three  citizens 
is  suffering  from  respiratory  diseases,  heart  troubles,  cerebral  anemia, 
and  other  pollution-related  diseases  is  enough  to  show  how  much  the  south 
Korean  people  are  suffering  on  account  of  the  aftereffects  of  pollution. 

The  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea  not  only  is  subjecting  the 
people  of  the  present  generation  to  extreme  sufferings  but  also  will 
be  inflicting  tragic  aftereffects  on  posterity  by  fatally  affecting 
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the  genes  through  the  destruction  of  human  cells  and  imposition  of 
restrictions  on  the  process  of  metabolism. 

As  environmental  pollution  began  worsening  in  south  Korea,  the  birth  of 
abnormal  babies  has  been  frequent,  and  many  children  are  growing  into  cripples 
on  account  of  underdevelopment.  Again,  on  account  of  environmental 
pollution,  the  phenomena  of  retrogression  in  terms  of  height,  weight, 
and  width  of  chest  are  daily  growing  worse  among  school  age  children  as 
well.  Reality  eloquently  shows  that  the  environmental  pollution  of 
south  Korea  is  already  inflicting  pernicious,  destructive  aftereffects 
even  upon  the  rising  generation. 

In  south  Korea  where  destructive  environmnetal  pollution  is  daily  growing 
worse  with  worst  possible  aftereffects,  it  is  as  clear  as  the  light  how 
much  more  terrible  misfortunes  are  in  store. 

Thus  the  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea,  laying  waste  the 
mountains  and  rivers  of  the  fatherland,  the  nest  of  the  nation,  and 
destroying  the  base  for  human  existence ,  is  turning  one-half  of  our 
fatherland  known  from  ancient  times  as  the  land  of  morning  calm,  into 
"sea  of  death." 

That  south  Korea  has  been  turned  into  an  area  of  environmental  pollution 
as  severe  as  today  is  entirely  due  to  the  policy  of  treason  against  the 
country  and  the  people  pursued  by  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang. 

After  usurping  political  power  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  the 
Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  on  the  one  hand  intensified  diabolic  fascist 
rule  against  the  south  Korean  people  and  on  the  other,  came  out  to 
viciously  perpetrate  plots  of  treason  against  the  country  and  the  people 
in  order  to  plead  with  U.S. -Japanese  reactionaries  for  more  "aid"  and 
bring  the  scoundrels  into  south  Korea. 

In  particular,  in  the  sinister  hope  of  seeking  their  way  out  in  strengthening 
political,  economic,  and  military  collusions  with  the  Japanese  reactionaries, 
the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  unhesitatingly  perpetrated  the  criminal 
plot  to  massively  bring  to  south  Korea  Japan’s  pollution  industries, 
industries  denounced  as  "pots  of  pollution." 

The  crafty  Japanese  reactionaries  have  incited  traitor  Pak  Chong-hui, 
whom  they  have  brought  up  as  a  guide  to  their  reinvasion  of  south  Korea, 
into  taking  on  a  share  in  resolving  environmental  pollution  which  has 
become  a  serious  social  question  in  Japan. 

The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang,  holding  in  Seoul  with  the  Japanese 
reactionaries  in  1970  what  was  touted  as  "The  Second  General  Meeting  of 
ROK- Japan  Cooperation  Committee,"  produced  documents  of  treason  against 
the  country  and  the  people  such  as  "A  Tentative  Plan  for  ROK-Japan  Long 
Term  Economic  Cooperation"  which  provided  for  the  transfer  of  Japan's 
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pollution  industries  to  south  Korea.  The  Pak  Chong -hui  puppet  gang  paved 
for  the  Japanese  reactionaries  the  road  to  their  pollution  exports  and 
reduced  the  pollution  rules  to  name  only  so  as  to  facilitate  the  free 
operations  of  Japan's  pollution  industries  in  south  Korea,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  viciously  suppressed  the  just  voice  of  the  south  Korean  people 
against  environmental  pollution. 

Thus  came  into  south  Korea  in  waves  typical  pollution  industries,  industries 
that  had  to  be  abandoned  in  Japan  under  pressure  of  the  people  for  the 
fatal  injuries  inflicted  on  environment,  and  discharged  without  restriction 
extremely  dangerous  pollutants  such  as  chromium  with  a  valence  of  six  and 
organic  mercury  compounds,  subjecting  the  beautiful  and  fresh  natural 
environment  to  ruthless  defilement. 

The  Japanese  monopoly  capitalist  scoundrels,  who  are  spreading  environmental 
pollution,  having  unashamedly  come  into  south  Korea  through  the  good  offices 
of  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang,  are  our  enemies  who  have  historically 
inflicted  untold  misfortunes  on  our  people. 

Only  to  comment  on  the  Japanese  monopoly  capitalist  scoundrels  who  have 
penetrated  south  Korea,  hanging  out  the  sign  "Ulsan  Inorganic  Chemistry," 
they  are  the  heinous  murderers  who  made  money  during  World  War  II , 
sacrificing  a  countless  number  of  the  Koreans  conscripted  during  the  war. 
This  fact  alone  that  these  murderers  who  are  our  people's  sworn  enemies 
have  been  able  to  set  up  pollution  industries  in  south  Korea  as  they 
please,  is  more  than  enough  to  betray  the  true  colors  of  the  Pak  Chong-hui 
puppet  gang  as  a  gang  of  traitors  against  the  country  and  the  people. 

Mouthing  "this  is  no  time  to  discuss  environmental  pollution"  or  "if  we 
talk  too  much  about  environmental  pollution,  it  makes  it  difficult  to 
invite  foreign  industries,"  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  have  once  again 
recently  brought  into  south  Korea  Japanese  monopoly  capitalist  scoundrels' 
pollution  indstries,  industries  that  have  been  denounced  everywhere ,  under 
arrangements  to  give  the  products  to  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and 
environmental  pollution  to  the  south  Korean  people. 

The  environmental  pollution  that  has  rapidly  spread  in  south  Korea  is  also 
an  aftereffect  of  the  failure  of  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  to  work 
out  any  protective  measure  for  the  life  environment  of  the  masses  of 
working  people. 

The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  are  diabolic  traitors  who  could  not  care 
less  about  what  happens  to  the  lives  of  the  masses  of  working  people  or 
the  land  and  mountains  and  rivers  of  the  fatherland.  Traitor  Pak  Chong-hui, 
to  whom  nothing  but  power  and  money  counts,  has  concentrated  people  in 
cities,  and  having  recklessly  deployed  the  pollution  industries  of  foreign 
monopoly  capitalist  scoundrels  in  densely  populated  areas,  is  making 
environmental  pollution  worse. 
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At  present  20  percent  of  the  south  Korean  population  is  concentrated  in 
Seoul  where  every  day  more  than  2  million  tons  of  polluted  water  and  other 
pollutants  are  produced.  Here  are  located  at  random  various  kinds  of 
industries  which  discharge  waste  water  and  waste  gasses,  completely 
unrestricted  by  any  pollution  preventive  measure ,  and  the  automobiles 
are  also  spewing  black  exhaust  gases. 

Such  conditions  notwithstanding,  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  are  not 
taking  even  elementary  steps  to  purify  the  polluted  water  and  other 
pollutants  nor  any  measure  to  control  the  pollution  industries  and 
smoking  automobiles. 

The  same  situation  as  in  Seoul  exists  in  other  cities  such  as  Inch' on, 
Taegu,  and  Pusan  where  relatively  fewer  pollution  industries  of  foreign 
monopoly  capitalists  are  located.  The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang,  up  to 
their  ears  in  pursuing  their  own  fame  and  fortune ,  are  simply  piling  up 
the  pollutants  without  installing  even  simple  dust-removing  or  purification 
facilities,  contaminating  the  entire  region  of  south  Korea  and  inflicting 
on  the  people  sufferings  that  defy  description. 

In  a  foolish  attempt  to  cover  up,  if  only  a  little,  the  entire  region  of 
south  Korea  that  has  been  turned  into  a  horrendous  zone  of  worst  pollution 
in  the  world  as  an  aftereffect  of  their  anti-people  policy  of  treason 
against  the  country  and  the  people,  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  are 
claiming  that  the  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea  is  "an  inevitable 
product  of  modernization. " 

But  this  is  utterly  preposterous  ravings.  The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang 
can  never  escape  their  responsibility  for  the  crime  of  having  destroyed 
the  mountains  and  rivers  of  the  fatherland,  the  priceless  life  base 
of  our  people  for  generations  to  come  and  of  having  inflicted  today's 
misfortunes  on  the  south  Korean  people. 

The  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea  is  not  a  phenomenon  brought 
on  as  a  result  of  economic  growth  by  any  means. 

Essentially,  environmental  pollution  is  a  phenomenon  in  which,  by  the  act 
of  living  and  production  activities  of  people,  what  is  absent  in  the  world 
of  nature  or  very  little  harmful  matters  are  created  to  an  abnormal  level, 
destroying  natural  environment  and  inflicting  collective  damage  on  humans, 
animals  and  plants.  Environmental  pollution  is  not  a  natural  calamity  but 
is  a  man-made  one.  This  is  something  that  can  be  generated  or  not 
generated  depending  on  how  production  activities  are  organized  according 
to  the  social  system.  In  the  capitalist  society  where  production 
activities  are  geared  not  to  the  interests  of  the  masses  of  people  but 
to  the  pursuit  of  profits  by  the  capitalists,  environmental  pollution  is 
inevitable.  Environmental  pollution,  which  is  an  inevitable  product  of 
capitalism,  has  deepened  as  capitalism  developed.  Under  the  anti-people 
capitalist  system,  environmental  pollution  can  never  be  eliminated.  So 
it  is  that  today,  the  monopoly  capitalist  scoundrels  in  the  capitalist 
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countries  are  trying  to  sustain  their  industries,  transferring  environmental 
pollution  to  other  countries  by  means  of  exporting  the  pollution  industries 
to  colonial  countries,  underdeveloped  countries. 

The  environmental  pollution  of  south  Korea  in  the  present  period  has  been 
generated  neither  by  the  capitalist  development  of  the  south  Korean  society 
itself  nor  by  "modernization."  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  reckless 
introduction  by  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  of  the  pollution  industries 
of  foreign  monopolies. 

The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang,  recklessly  bringing  in  the  "pots  of 
pollution"  of  foreign  monopolies,  have  made  a  concentrated  deployment  of 
the  pollution  industries,  as  requested  by  the  foreign  monopolies,  along 
the  coastal  areas  and  rivers,  and  in  cities  and  other  inhabited  areas. 

As  the  foreign  pollution  industries  that  have  drifted  in  like  phantoms 
spew  harmful  pollutants  without  any  restriction,  south  Korea,  even  though 
still  in  the  state  of  a  colony,  has  been  turned  into  an  area  of  worst 
pollution  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  into  "kingdom  of  pollution." 

The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  are  utterly  diabolic  national  enemies  who 
have  inflicted  on  the  people  horrendous  misfortunes  and  sufferings  that 
cannot  be  removed  for  generations  to  come ,  having  not  only  turned  south 
Korea  into  a  double  colony  of  the  U.S.  and  Japanese  reactionaries  but  also 
having  laid  waste  even  the  natural  environment  of  south  Korea. 

Environmental  pollution  is  not  an  inevitable  phenomenon  but  one  which  it 
is  quite  possible  to  prevent. 

Under  the  sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song 
our  people  brilliantly  realized  in  no  more  than  a  dozen  years  the 
historic  task  of  socialist  industrialization,  establishing  a  self-supporting 
modern  heavy  industry  and  light  industry.  The  scope  of  the  economy  has 
grown  unprecedentedly  big  and  production  is  being  developed  at  an 
extraordinarily  high  rate  of  speed,  but  life  environment  is  being 
preserved,  the  purity  intact,  in  our  country.

This  is  a  sinister  plot  of  the  imperialists,  floundering  as  they  are  in 
predicament  internally  and  externally,  to  find  some  way,  abusing  the  aim 
of  the  times  and  people,  out  of  the  serious  crisis  they  are  experiencing. 

It  is  really  impudent  and  ludicrous  that  the  imperialists,  whose  business 
it  is  to  perpetrate  the  oppression  and  plunder  of  the  working  masses, 
misanthropy  and  massacre,  should  pretend  to  be  "humanitarians,"  "protectors 
of  human  rights . " 

Whatever  crafty  stratagem  they  may  resort  to,  in  the  plausible  guise  of 
"protection  of  human  rights,"  the  imperialists  cannot  hide  their  ugly 
identity  as  heinous  aggressors,  as  violators  of  human  rights  nor  can  they 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  progressive  peoples  of  the  world  moving  toward 
socialism. 

The  imperialists'  so-called  "protection  of  human  rights"  is  a  deceitful 
slogan  designed  to  trample  on  the  genuine  human  rights  of  the  masses  of 
people. 

The  "human  rights"  the  imperialists  are  mouthing  are  the  human  rights  of 
an  extreme  minority  of  the  reactionary  ruling  circles  to  oppress  and 
exploit  the  people,  not  the  human  rights  of  the  masses  of  people;  and 
the  "freedom"  the  scoundrels  are  raving  about  is  the  freedom  of  the 
imperialists  and  their  lackeys  to  trample,  as  they  please,  on  the  freedom 
and  right  of  the  masses  of  people,  not  the  democratic  freedom  of  the 
people.

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"Clearly,  it  is  not  in  the  nature  of  things  that  in  the  capitalist  society 
where  democracy  is  nonexistent,  there  can  be  human  rights  for  the  masses 
of  people.  In  the  capitalist  society  the  masses  of  working  people  are 
completely  bereft  of  human  dignity  and  political  rights,  and  are  even 
deprived  of  the  elementary  right  to  living."  ("Kim  Il-song  Selected 
Works,"  Vol  7,  p  492) 

The  question  of  human  rights  is  a  question  of  people  being  insured  of  the 
basic  right  to  enjoy  an  independent  and  creative  life  and  defending  it. 
Only  by  exercising  this  basic  right  can  one  truly  live  as  a  human  being. 
But  this  is  not  to  say  that  the  basic  human  right  is  all  insured  under 
any  social  system. 

The  question  of  human  rights  takes  on  a  sharp  class  character.  If  one  is 
to  be  insured  of  his  deserved  rights  and  to  adequately  exercise  them, 
human  rights  must  be  insured  on  a  state  level.  Human  rights  without  a 
state  guarantee  can  never  be  realized  and  will  remain  no  more  than  empty 
words . 

Whether  or  not  people  can  have  and  adequately  exercise  genuine  human 
rights  is  determined,  in  the  final  analysis,  by  whether  or  not  they 
hold  state  sovereignty. 

Under  the  socialist  system  where  state  sovereignty  is  held  by  the  masses 
of  working  people  and  genuine  democracy  practiced,  people's  freedom  and 
right  in  all  aspects  of  state  and  social  life  are  insured.  A  socialist 
state,  by  formulating  policies  to  suit  the  will  and  interests  of  the 
broad  masses  of  working  people  such  as  workers  and  peasants  and  carrying 
them  through,  substantively  insures  genuine  freedoms  and  rights  for  the 
masses  of  working  people . 

As  opposed  to  this,  in  the  capitalist  society  where  all  powers  of  the 
state  and  the  means  of  production  are  held  in  the  hands  of  a  minority  of 
capitalists  and  money  decides  everything,  the  genuine  human  rights  of 
the  masses  of  people  cannot  be  insured. 

The  capitalist  state  is  from  start  to  finish  is  a  tool  of  domination  for 
the  minority  of  the  capitalist  class,  and  all  state  policies  depend  on 
its  will  and  interests.  The  capitalist  class  holds  all  state  powers  as 
a  means  of  accumulating  its  unlimited  wealth  and  utilizes  them  as  an 
instrument  of  enslaving  the  masses  of  working  people. 

In  the  capitalist  society,  the  masses  of  working  people,  completely 
deprived  of  political  and  material  strength  capable  of  realizing  their 
demands  and  aim,  merely  remain  a  target  of  exploitation  and  oppression 
and  are  subjected  to  human  indignity  and  contempt  of  every  description. 
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It  is  only  too  clear  that  under  such  conditions  genuine  human  rights  cannot 
be  insured  for  the  masses  of  working  people.  In  the  capitalist  society, 
because  of  the  reactionary  nature  of  the  social  system  itself,  it  is 
inevitable  that  the  dignity  and  rights  of  the  masses  of  people  are 
mercilessly  trampled  on,  instead  of  being  protected. 

In  an  effort  to  hide  such  intrinsic  anti-people  nature  of  the  capitalist 
system  and  rationalize  their  domination,  the  imperialists  have  come  up, 
championing  such  hypocritical  slogan  as  "protection  of  human  rights." 

Ever  since  it  entered  the  stage  as  a  ruling  class,  the  bourgeoisie  on  the 
one  hand  has  most  bestially  perpetrated  the  atrocities  of  oppression  and 
plunder,  mistreatment  and  contempt,  and  massacre  against  the  masses  of 
working  people,  and  on  the  other,  coming  up  with  the  plausible  slogan  of 
"protection  of  human  rights,"  has  craftily  plotted  to  paralyze  the  class 
consciousness  of  the  masses  of  working  people. 

It  was  as  early  as  in  the  first  days  of  the  bourgeois  revolution  that  the 
deceitful  slogan  of  "protection  of  human  rights"  appeared.  At  the  time, 
the  bourgeoisie  came  out  to  claim  the  "natural  rights"  of  social  beings, 
but  this  was  entirely  designed  to  establish  its  unlimited  freedom  to 
accumulate  wealth  as  it  pleased,  casting  off  the  constraints  of  the 
feudal  caste  system. 

So-called  "basic  human  rights"  and  "universal  equality  of  people"  which  the 
bourgeois  subsequently  came  up  with,  too,  are  no  more  than  deceitful 
slogans  to  rationalize  their  dominance  over  the  masses  of  working  people. 

The  bourgeoisie  describes  it  all  as  everyone's  exercise  of  "freedom"  and 
"right"  that  the  capitalists,  possessed  of  state  powers  and  the  means  of 
production,  exploit  the  workers  as  they  please,  employing  them  at  cheap 
wages  or  that  the  workers,  trying  to  make  a  living  with  empty  hands,  have 
to  accept  the  humiliating  conditions  laid  down  by  the  capitalists. 

In  the  capitalist  society,  the  reactionary  ruling  circles,  coming  up  with 
precisely  such  deceitful  slogans  regarding  "freedom"  and  "right," 
legitimize  their  acts  of  ruthless  exploitation  and  mistreatment,  and 
place  at  the  door  of  the  masses  of  working  people  themselves  the 
responsibility  for  the  utter  hunger  and  impoverishment,  and  lack  of 
rights,  to  which  they  are  subjected. 

The  bourgeois  "protection  of  human  rights"  is  designed,  in  the  final 
analysis,  to  insure  the  freedom  of  unlimited  accumulation  of  wealth  for 
the  exploiting  class  politically  dominating  the  means  of  production  in 
the  capitalist  society  where  money  makes  everything  go  but  to  force  only 
humiliation  upon  the  masses  of  working  people. 

So  it  is  that  the  imperialists  are  so  much  raving  about  "protection  of 
human  rights"  but  it  is  a  fact  that  in  the  capitalist  society  the  masses

of  working  people  have  none  of  the  basic  human  rights.  Their  basic  human 
rights  in  every  sphere  of  political,  economic,  and  cultural  life  are 
mercilessly  trampled  on,  and  it  is  their  lot  to  see  even  their  elementary 
right  to  living  threatened  every  hour.  If  there  exist  "human  rights"  in 
the  capitalist  society,  it  is  the  rights  of  a  mere  handful  of  the  privileged 
circles  to  enjoy  fame  and  fortune,  exacting  the  blood  and  sweat  of  the 
working  masses  and  to  oppress  and  despie  the  people. 

Through  their  experience  in  the  course  of  being  oppressed  and  exploited 
by  the  imperialists,  the  masses  of  working  people  clearly  understand  the 
hypocrisy  and  deceitfulness  of  the  bourgeois  "protection  of  human  rights," 
whom  it  serves,  what  it  means. 

Thus  the  "protection  of  human  rights"  the  imperialists  are  raving  about  is 
from  start  to  finish  nothing  more  than  a  camouflage  for  deception  and 
hypocrisy  designed  to  cover  up  their  acts  of  exploitation  and  oppression, 
utter  violation  of  human  rights  against  the  masses  of  people. 

Today  the  U.S.  imperialists,  as  self-proclaimed  "protectors"  of  democracy 
and  human  rights,  are  more  frenzied  than  at  any  time  in  kicking  up  the 
racket  of  "protection  of  human  rights."  U.S.  imperialist  leaders  are 
mouthing  "respect  for  human  rights  is  the  basic  U.S.  sense  of  value"  and 
"human  rights  are  the  backbone  of  the  U.S.  foreign  policy." 

But  such  U.S.  imperialist  racket  is  nothing  new.  This  is  no  more  than 
a  sinister  stratagem  of  the  U.S.  reactionary  ruling  circles  to  save 
their  fate  from  predicament  and  realize  their  ambition  for  world  hegemony. 

By  the  strong  struggle  of  the  revolutionary  peoples  of  the  world  moving 
forward  with  the  banner  of  anti-imperialism  and  sovereignty  held  high, 

U.S.  imperialism  has  been  driven  into  inextricable  predicament. 

For  its  heinous  ambition  of  world  hegemony,  U.S.  imperialism  has 
strengthened  fascist  suppression  against  the  people  at  home,  and  has 
viciously  perpetrated  blatant  machinations  of  aggression  and  war, 
machiantions  of  intervention  and  sabotage ,  against  other  countries . 

But  such  criminal  machinations  of  U.S.  imperialism  could  not  escape 
ignominious  defeat  dealt  by  the  strong  struggle  of  the  revolutionary 
peoples  of  the  world.  U.S.  imperialism  is  isolated  and  denounced 
everywhere  in  the  world,  and  the  heinous  aggressive  identity  and 
frailty  of  the  scoundrels  have  been  betrayed  to  the  hilt. 

In  particular,  as  hundreds  of  millions  of  people  on  the  face  of  the 
globe,  who  used  to  live  suffering  mistreatment  and  contempt  under  the 
oppressive  rule  of  the  imperialists  in  lygone  days ,  rose  in  the  sacred 
struggle  to  win  genuine  human  freedoms  and  rights,  and  the  movement 
toward  independence,  sovereignty,  and  socialism  became  an  unstoppable 
current  of  the  times  in  the  broad  regions  of  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin 
America,  the  counterrevolutionary  violent  policies  of  U.S.  imperialism 
could  no  longer  hold  good  anywhere. 
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In  hopes  of  turning  around  precisely  such  current  of  times,  U.S.  imperialism 
has  come  up  with  the  slogan  of  "protection  of  human  rights."  By  coming  up 
with  the  plausible  signboards  of  "protection  of  human  rights"  and  "human 
rights  diplomacy,"  U.S.  imperialism  is  trying  to  uplift  its  face  that 
has  fallen  to  the  ground,  to  mollify  the  daily  growing  anti-government 
forces  of  the  people  at  home,  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  block  the  path 
ahead  for  the  revolutionary  peoples  of  the  world  taking  to  the  road  of 
sovereignty,  the  road  of  socialism,  to  realize  domination  and  enslavement 
against  them. 

But  whatever  crafty  machinations  of  "protection  of  human  rights"  it  may 
resort  to,  U.S.  imperialism  cannot  deceive  the  peoples  of  the  world  nor 
achieve  its  heinous  objectives  of  aggression.  The  reactionary  nature  of 
the  deceitful  "protection  of  human  rights"  of  U.S.  imperialism  has  already 
been  betrayed  to  the  fullest  possible  extent. 

U.S.  imperialism  is  the  true  eneiry  of  human  rights  that  is  most  outrageously 
violating  and  obliterating  the  dignity  and  rights  of  the  masses  of  working 
people,  hiding  behind  the  signboard  of  "protection  of  human  rights." 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"In  the  present  period,  on  the  face  of  the  globe  where  the  social 
inequalities  are  worst,  and  oppression  and  violation  of  human  rights 
against  people  are  most  ruthless,  are  precisely  the  western  imperialist 
countries  and  the  puppet  states  the  impeialists  have  created."

Today  in  the  western  imperialist  countries  human  dignity  and  rights  are 
utterly  violated  everywhere.  In  particular,  it  is  even  worse  in  the 
United  States  where  "protection  of  human  rights"  is  being  most  noisily 
mouthed.  The  United  States  is  the  zone  of  worst  human  rights  violation 
on  earth. 

Today  in  the  United  States,  a  mere  handful  of  multimillionaires,  monopolizing 
all  powers,  have  the  "right"  to  oppress,  exploit,  and  mistreat  the  masses 
of  people  at  will,  but  the  masses  of  working  people,  the  absolute  majority, 
have  no  political  freedoms  and  rights  of  any  kind  and  their  human  dignity 
is  being  mercilessly  trampled  on. 

To  people,  social  beings  possessed  of  independent  stand  and  attitude, 
freely  participating  in  sociopolitical  life  is  a  right  more  precious  than 
anything  else.  But  to  the  working  people  in  the  United  States,  the  freedom 
of  sociopolitical  activities  is  not  insured  to  all  intents  and  purposes. 

To  cite  the  case  of  voting  right  alone,  the  working  people  are  deprived 
of  the  right  of  "eligible  voter"  by  the  imposition  of  all  sorts  of 
restrictions  such  as  age,  property,  educational  level,  duration  of 
residence,  sex,  race,  etc.,  and  even  if  they  get  the  voting  right,  there 
is  no  way  of  freely  expressing  their  will  at  the  polling  places  where 
trickery  and  the  bayonet  prevail. 
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In  the  United  States,  the  whole  society  is  tied  up  with  "McCarthy  Act," 
"Taft-Hartley  Act,"  and  many  other  evil  fascist  laws  ready  to  suppress 
anytime  progressive  people,  with  a  tangled  web  of  apparatus  of  violent 
suppression,  and  the  freedom  and  right  of  the  masses  of  working  people 
are  mercilessly  suppressed.  Scores  of  millions  of  U.S.  working  people 
are  under  constant  surveillance  of  the  notorious  U.S.  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  and  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  their  fingerprints  checked 
and  their  houses  searched  anytime.  FBI  is  reported  to  have  gathered 
"intelligence"  in  the  past  few  years  on  183  million  people,  far  more 
than  one-half  of  the  U.S.  population. 

Under  such  a  system  of  stringent  surveillance  and  oppression,  the  freedom 
and  right  of  U.S.  working  people  are  severely  curbed  and  they  are  forced  to 
live  the  criminal  life  of  a  pseudo-"criminal"  in  prisons  without  bars, 
even  deprived  of  their  elementary  right  to  speech,  action,  and  life. 

The  broad  masses  of  U.S.  people  are  not  only  not  insured  of  their  political 
rights  but  also  their  economic  and  cultural  rights  are  ruthlessly  trampled 
on.  In  the  United  States,  a  minority  of  the  privileged  circles  with 
plenty  of  money  is  living  high  and  enjoying  fame  and  fortune,  exacting 
the  blood  and  sweat  of  the  working  masses,  but  the  working  masses,  even 
deprived  of  the  elementary  right  to  living,  are  floundering  in  poverty, 
ignorance  and  obscurantism.  U.S.  working  people  do  not  even  have  the  right 
to  work,  one  of  the  most  basic  human  rights.  The  U.S.  Constitution  does 
not  even  have  a  section  on  the  right  of  the  working  masses  to  work.  The 
right  of  the  U.S.  working  masses  to  health  protection  is  being  violated 
on  the  execuse  of  lack  of  funds ,  and  many  working  people  and  their 
children  are  not  insured  of  the  elementary  right  to  education,  either. 

The  U.S.  reactionary  ruling  circles  are  mouthing  "freedom"  and  "right" 
of  the  masses  of  working  people  as  a  matter  of  formality  but  in  actuality, 
are  enforcing  the  deprivation  of  these.  Precisely  this  is  the  ugly 
inside  of  the  "protection  of  human  rights"  U.S.  imperialism  is  mouthing. 

In  the  United  States,  the  colored  peoples  are  being  subjected  to  even 
worse  violation  of  human  rights. 

The  black  people  of  the  United  States,  not  to  mention  their  lack  of 
political  rights,  have  no  residential  freedom,  and  segregated  from  the 
white  people  in  all  public  establishments  such  as  school,  hotel,  hospital, 
restaurant,  etc.,  are  subjected  to  extreme  discrimination.  They  cannot 
marry  the  white;  and  for  the  same  work  performed,  they  are  paid  far  less 
than  the  white  workers. 

The  colored  peoples  in  the  United  States  are  not  only  being  subjected  to 
utter  mistreatment  and  humiliation  but  also  are  being  made  the  target  of 
blatant  massacre.  In  the  United  States,  the  reactionary  ruling  circles 
publicly  allow  murder  organizations  which  perpetrate  terroism  and  massacre 
against  the  black  people,  to  exist.  Moreover,  the  U.S.  imperialists. 
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who  have  long  kicked  the  Indians  with  their  boots  to  near  extinction,  came 
up  with  what  is  known  as  "Medical  Service  For  the  Indians"  in  an  attempt 
to  completely  wipe  out  what  few  natives  still  remain  alive,  and  are 
unhesitatingly  committing  the  inhuman  atrocity  of  forcibly  sterilizing 
the  Indians.  This  graphically  shows  how  mercilessly  the  human  rights 
of  U.S.  working  people  are  being  trampled  on  behind  the  signboards  of 
"respect  for  human  rights"  and  "unity  of  the  black  and  white  peoples." 

It  is  also  none  other  than  the  United  States  where  the  mistreatment  and 
humiliation  of  the  working  masses  and  misanthropy  are  being  endlessly 
preached  by  the  reactionary  ruling  circles,  murder  and  violence  are 
being  openly  encouraged,  and  all  kinds  of  crimes  such  as  robbery  are 
being  committed  in  broad  daylight. 

In  the  United  States,  the  struggle  for  democracy  and  protection  of  human 
rights,  the  just  struggle  regarded  as  a  "crime,"  is  being  severely 
punished  on  trumped-up  charges.  At  present  in  state  prisons  and  federal 
penitentiaries  of  the  United  States  are  incarcerated  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people,  among  them  being  thousands  of  human  rights  advocates. 

The  U.S.  imperialists  are  indeed  heinous  criminals  who,  mercilessly 
trampling  on  the  human  rights  of  the  masses  of  people  behind  the  stage 
of  "protection  of  human  rights,"  are  driving  them  into  a  subhuman  lot. 

The  deceitfulness  of  "protection  of  human  rights"  of  the  U.S.  imperialists 
is  also  graphically  betrayed  in  so-called  "human  rights  diplomacy"  the 
scoundrels  are  raving  about. 

It  is  not  once  or  twice  that  U.S.  imperilaism,  while  raving  about  "human 
rights  diplomacy,"  said  it  would  "exercise  its  influence"  in  the  areas 
where  human  rights  are  being  openly  violated. 

But  sinister  and  crafty  as  it  is,  U.S.  imperialism  is  acting  completely 
contrary  to  its  words . 

Contrary  to  their  slogans  of  "protection  of  human  rights"  and  "human 
rights  diplomacy,"  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  ceaselessly  perpetrating 
machinations  of  aggression  and  intervention,  war  and  sabotage,  against 
progressive  countries  and  peoples  everywhere  in  the  world. 

To  give  explicit  examples  of  this,  U.S.  imperialism  is  positively  protecting 
the  military  fascist  gang  which  have  violently  overthrown  the  progressive 
political  power  of  Chile  and  immersed  the  country  in  blood,  and  is 
continuing  to  aid  by  this  or  that  method  the  Israeli  reactionaries,  diabolic 
enemies  of  the  Arab  people. 

U.S.  imperialism  is  touting  "protection  of  human  rights"  by  words  but  is 
continuing  to, perpetrate  criminal  machinations  by  deeds  to  expand  its 
armament  in  frenzied  preparation  for  another  war  of  aggression  and  supply 
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its  lackeys  with  murder  weapons  on  a  grand  scale  for  the  suppression  and 
massacre  of  progressive  peoples. 

The  duplicity  of  the  U.S.  imperialist  policy  of  "protection  of  human  rights" 
is  manifesting  itself  even  more  blatantly  in  its  attitude  toward  the 
south  Korean  puppet  regime. 

South  Korea  where  the  diabolic  fascist  dictatorship  of  the  Pak  Chong-hui 
puppet  gang  is  being  enforced,  is  a  living  hell,  "desolate  barren  land 
of  human  rights"  where  even  the  elementary  human  right  and  freedom  are 
completely  obliterated. 

The  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang,  having  set  up  one-man  fascist  dictatorship 
in  complete  control  of  all  the  legislative,  judicary,  and  administrative 
powers,  are  holding  the  entire  south  Korean  people  as  the  '.captive  tab-get 
of  their  fascist  dictatorship.  Setting  up  apparatus  of  unprecedented 
violent  suppression  and  enforcing  evil  fascist  laws,  the  scoundrels  have 
tied  up  the  people  hand  and  foot;  and  fabricating  a  series  of  false  cases 
and  committing  many  south  Korean  patriots  and  people  of  all  strata  to 
murder  trial,  they  are  wantonly  executing  them.  Today  in  south  Korea, 
not  even  a  trace  of  the  freedom  and  right  of  the  masses  of  working 
people  can  be  seen.  The  merciless  human  rights  violation  machinations 
of  the  traitor  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  gang  are  arousing  the  anger  and 
resistance  of  the  broad  masses  of  people  and  are  receiving  the  strong 
curse  and  denunciation  of  the  world. 

Now,  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  not  only  trying  to  deny  acts  of  human 
rights  violation  in  south  Korea  but  also  are  cotninuing  to  back  up,  with 
positive  encouragement,  the  Pak  Chong-hui  fascist  dictatorship  politically, 
economically.  U.S.  imperialism,  which  has  in  the  past  31  years  thrown 
economic  and  military  aid  amounting  to  no  less  than  $12.6  billion  to  south 
Korean  puppet  gangs,  has  recently  been  pouring  huge  sums  of  military  aid 
for  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  group  in  the  name  of  "measures  to  compensate" 
for  "troop  withdrawal,"  transferring  quantities  of  modern  weapons.  U.S. 
imperialism,  extending  military  aid  in  the  billions  of  dollars,  is 
trying  to  have  brought  into  south  Korea  in  the  next  few  years  quantities 
of  various  means  of  murder  and  military  hardware.  It  is  also  none 
other  than  the  U.S.  imperialists  who  are  encouraging  the  Pak  Chong-hui 
puppet  gang  to  turn  the  whole  of  south  Korea  into  a  murderous  prison, 
increasing  special  service  agencies,  spies,  and  police  on  a  grand  scale, 
and  to  unprecedentedly  intensify  violent  fascist  suppression  against  the 
people.  The  U.S.  imperialist  aggressive  armed  forces  occupying  south 
Korea  are  continuing  to  commit  all  kinds  of  inhuman  atrocities  everywhere 
such  as  murder  and  robbery,  violence  and  rape. 

In  this  way  the  U.S.  imeprialist  "human  rights  diplomacy"  has  two  different 
sides  back  to  back  and  as  such,  is  nothing  more  than  a  machination  of 
aggression  to  sustain  its  neocolonial  domination  by  encouraging  its 
lackeys,  and  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  newly  emerging 
countries.

The  U.S .  imperialists,  also  by  kicking  up  "anticommunist"  rackets  under 
the  signboard  of  "protection  of  human  rights , "  are  trying  to  denigrate 
the  socialist  countries  and  bring  about  their  collapse  from  within,  to 
check  the  influencing  power  of  socialism,  but  this,  too,  is  a  brazenfaced, 
shameless  maneuvering. 

All  facts  eloquently  show  that  the  "protection  of  human  rights"  and 
"human  rights  diplomacy"  championed  by  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  a 
camouflage  to  cover  up  "the  policy  of  strength"  they  are  invariably 
pursuing,  and  are  a  crafty  stratagem  to  realize  their  ambition  for  world 
hegemony  which  they  cannot  achieve  by  "strength. " 

The  U.S.  imperialists  are  noisily  touting  the  slogan  of  "protection  of 
human  rights,"  but  they  absolutely  cannot  co\er  up  its  inherent  aggressive 
nature  nor  can  they  realize  their  aggressive  ambition. 

Today's  world  is  no  longer  the  world  where  the  imperialists  used  to 
oppress  and  rule,  as  they  pleased,  the  peoples  of  the  world.  In  today's 
era  in  which  the  masses  of  working  people ,  having  entered  the  stage 
as  masters  of  the  new  world  under  the  banner  of  independent  stand  and 
attitude,  are  shaping  new  history,  the  imperialists  cannot  fool  the 
peoples  of  the  world,  no  matter  what  cajolery  and  two-faced  stratagem 
they  may  resort  to. 

By  the  great  chuche  ideology,  the  thought  of  sovereignty,  the  peoples 
of  the  world  have  come  to  understand  well  genuine  human  value  and  dignity, 
the  position  and  role  the  masses  of  working  people  must  deservedly  hold 
as  the  subject  of  history,  and  are  positively  struggling  for  genuine 
human  freedoms  and  rights. 

The  aim  of  the  peoples  to  live  independently  and  creatively,  enjoying  to 
their  hearts'  content  the  deserved  freedoms  and  rights  of  social  beings, 
is  becoming  an  awesome  unstoppable  current  of  our  era,  and  the  force  is 
growing  stronger  with  each  passing  day. 

Thoroughly  crushing  every  covert  machination  of  the  imperialists,  which 
are  being  perpetrated  under  the  deceitful  slogan  of  "protection  of  human 
rights,"  people  shall  keep  protecting  their  genuine  freedoms  and  rights. 

The  imperialists  are  perpetrating  sinister  machinations  of  aggression 
under  the  signboard  of  "protection  of  human  rights,"  but  the  more  the 
scoundrels  cling  to  their  crafty  two-faced  tactics,  the  more  they  will  be 
isolated  from  the  peoples  of  the  world,  which  will  hasten  the  fall  of  the 
scoundrels. 
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
